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AHMAT ACYL'S DEATH SEEN AS BLOW TO PEACE

THE DEATH of Ahmat Acyl in a bizarre 
accident in southern Chad (see report on 
page 1965) comes at a critical time for the 
country and is likely to have effects on its 
complex politico-military situation. The 
former Foreign Minister of the now de- 
funct transitional government (GUNT) 
and commander of one of Chad’s armed 
factions. Acyl was one of the principal 
actors in the present drama. 

Onginating from the Salamat zone of 
south-eastern Chad. he was one of the 
main leaders of the ethnic “Arabs” of that 
area, who have always been one of the 
principal components of the Chad equa- 
tion. Ahmed Koulamailah, one of the 
fathers of Chadian independence, was 
from the area, and his fall (after twelve 
days in power as Chad’s first Chief Minis- 
ter) and ultimate detention in 1963 by the 
southern-dominated Tombalbaye regime 
that was one of the root causes of the civil 
war. Acyl himself had been one of the 
early FROLINAT militants, but came to 
prominence in the late seventies with the 
mulitary collapse of the Malloum regime. 
He was a prominent figure at the various 
peace talks in Kano and Lagos in 1979, 
before becoming, as Foreign Minister, one 
of the key members of the GUNT. 

Although in the past he had always been 
reputed as being one of the most pro- 
Libyan of Chad's faction leaders, his Cha-

dian nationalis’a was not in doubt, and the 
evolution of his positions within the GUNT 
were seen when he withdrew armed sup- 
port from Goukhouni in May, and recom- 
mended negotiations with the advancing 
forces of Hissen Habré’s FAN. His increas- 
ing differences with Goukhouni over the 
latter’s intransigence had been an open 
secret before then, however. 
Although out of Ndjamena at the time of 
Habré’s arrival, Acyl had made some notses 
in the direction of reconciliation, although 
some of his own troops were apparently 
still seriously opposed to Habré. The fight- 
ing in the Bousso area (on the borderline 
between the Salamat and the far south) 
remains obscure, as does Acyl'’s own talks 
The key to Chadian reconciliation still 
remains the pending deal ata 
and Habré, following the meet- 
as Gate bee 
nonth. Reports on this meeting suggest 
that as so often happens in Chad, the 
confusion continues, partly because 
Kamougue may still not be fully in control 
in the south, also because Habré, judging 
from his interview in Le Monde of July 14 
remains a difficult customer, not a natural 
agent of reconciliation. In this situation, if 
Acyl was on the brink of throwing his own 
reputation in the balance of reconciliation, 
his death is a blow to the cause of peace in 
Chad. 
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COMMISSIONER PAINTS SOMBER PICTURE OF SITUATION 
Ndjamena INFO TCHAD in French 2 Jul 82 p 3 


[Text] ATP--A formal meeting took place yesterday at the Department of Interior 
and Security. In addition to the commissioner and vice commissioner of this 
department, those present included Messrs Tahir Guinassou and Jerome Doubangar 
Dorodji, the new director general of the national police and his assistant, 
command personnel and some other officials. 


In an improvised address, the commissioner for interior and security sketched 

a dark picture of the situation in our country. "Until the historic date of 

7 June, the defunct antinational coalition regime prostituted itself, no re- 
organization occurred, and the little that remained was plundered and destroyed. 
Chad," he said, "is beginning again from nothing. It is for this reason that 
the council of state must chanre the existing administrative structures re- 
establish a truly independent Chad." 


Speaking to those in command who have lived through the various experiences 
under the successive regimes in Chad, he asked them to set to work speedily. 
They will have to take on heavy responsibilities, consistent with their capa- 
bilities and their patriotic devotion. Continuing with his statement, 

Mr Guinassou noted that "on the economic level, Chad is dead, while on the 
administrative level, it is at the zero point. We must devote ourselves to 
the problem of rebuilding the country. The CCFAN [Northern Armed Forces Com- 
mand Council] will do everything to establish order." In conclusion, he urged 
the personnel of his department and those in command positions to be good citi- 
zens, to be aware of the danger and to take up the challenge, and finally to 
safeguard the higher interests of the nation rather than those of private per- 
sons. 


In response to the interior commissioner, Mr Abakar Sanga Traore, territorial 
inspector and senior administrative agent, reassured him as to the firm deter- 
mination of all the administrative agents to work toward the rebuilding of 

the country. He commented that the task will be rather difficult, although 
they have covered half the path. "We will dedicate ourselves further to the 
task in order to build a new Chad," he said in conclusion.

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DEVELOPMENTS IN SOUTHERN PART OF COUNTRY NOTED 
Ndjamena INFO TCHAD in French 28 Jun 82 pp 2-3 


[Text] ATP--With the situation in the country stabilized on the whole, the 
south, which will have real difficulty in recovering from the recent Moundou 
war, is the particular focus of attention. Its internal wrangling is being 
followed with particular concern since it is postponing the advent of an over- 
all political solution for the crisis in Chad. At a time when the majority otf 
the citizens in Chad are awaiting a clear response from Col Kamougue and the 
permanent committee to the specific appeal from Comrade Hissein Havre, a new 
document has been added to the southern file. 





Following the hostilities in Moundou, the permanent committee, the administra- 
tive body in the south, established three commissions which contributed major 
measures to correct the political, administrative and military structures. 

The resolutions of these commissions provide some answers, although indirect, 
urging the CCFAN [Northern Armed Forces Command Council] to engage in negotia- 
tions with a view to reconciling all the people of Chad. The permanent com- 
mittee appears unmistakably as the single interlocutor in the south, since it 
has become "henceforth the representative of the southern zone." In this docu- 
ment, it says among other things that "only the permanent committee, represent- 
ing the southern zone, is authorized to negotiate with the other factions." } 
But the most important prior condition is the obligation imposed on the "other 
factions" to recognize "the FAT [Chadian Armed Forces] as a stat2 institution." 

The permanent committee additionally demands "the liberation of the FAT prison- 

ers held by the other factions" and “equality in the distribution of ministerial 

posts and responsibilities." The memorandum of the permanent committee should, 

finally, serve as a basis for future discussions. 


As a logical consequence of the events in Moundou, the permanent committee 

is settling its accounts with its adversaries. The Rally for Unity and Demo- 
cracy in Chad (RUDT) is forbidden to function in the southern zone. Col 
Kamougue has nonetheless made concessions to his adversaries by acknowledging 
the need to incorporate the military in the territorial administration in order 
to mitigate endemic bad management. This association will be limited to the 
prefectures where there has been disturbance. A mixed administrative committee 
composed of civilians and military officers will also be established. In the 

. military sector, it will be noted that Col Kamougue has taken charge of the 
FAT and the Compara 1 and 5, which oppose the president of the permanent 
committee, have been dissolved. 











All of these provisions, representing an energetic reordering, will without any 
doubt be gratifying to the adversaries of Kamougue, both politicians and the 
military. The litter are said to have met in Bouguemene with the former prime 
minister, Mr Djidingar. The purpose of this meeting was not, however, to heat 
matters up again. Kamougue's adversaries are reported to have wanted to meet 
to deal with the dirty laundry of the south. Mr Djidingar, moreover, set the 
tone in a statement made over the radio in which he reassured the people about 
his condition. The former prime minister stressed that the first statement by 
Comrade Hissein Habre is consistent with that he himself made on the day his 
government took office. Moreover, he voiced his "readiness to launch an un- 
ceasing search for a negotiated solution working with the new authorities when- 
ever they have occasion to request my aid.'"" He joins the president of the 
CCFAN in appealing "to all the citizens of Chad at home and abroad to rise 
above their division to seek unity and peace for Chad, our country." Address- 
ing the south, Mr Djidingar said that his "deepest desire is that all the chil- 
dren of the south can contemplate coming together again as soon as possible 

in order to launder the dirty linen within the family." This is the price, 

he said, for the making of a positive contribution to the country by this part 
of Chad. 
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FIGHTERS WON OVER TO FAN HARASSING CITIZENS 
Ndjamena INFO TCHAD in French 2 Jul 82 p 4 


[Text] ATP--Far from being disappointed by the installation of the FAN [North- 
ern Armed Forces] regime on 7 June, a goodly number of the people of Ndjamena 
no longer live a life of calm and security either. And the sole reason for 
this is that they are constantly being impertuned by those claiming to have 
joined the combatants, whom it is difficult to distinguish from the real FAN 


fighters. 


The executive secretary of the CCFAN [Northern Armed Forces Command Council], 
which has noted this confusion--these people are confiscating equipment and 
assets and are savagely seizing homes--has decided to wage a war against these 
agents of disturbance. "Henceforth no acts of seizure, violation of proper 
conduct or seditious action will be tolerated." The time has come par excel- 
lence for all citizens of Chad to be reconciled so that in unity, the work of 
national reconstruction can be taken without further legal proceedings of any 
kind. It is in this spirit, in particular, that the CCFAN, faithful to its 
policy of peace, issues an urgent appeal to the cadres who have left their 
homes and worksites to return to Ndjamena where their presence is needed. 


In addition, the civil population of the capital in possession of weapons for 
war are required by the executive secretariat of the CCFAN to turn them in at 
any police station or brigade or 13 April camp. Those in possession of light 
weapons should see to their licensing at the Interior and Security headquarters.

[Excerpts] Following the installation of the members of the Council of State, 
Comrade Hissein Habre, the chief of state, announced the appointments to high 
political and technical posts. By means of Decrees No 2, 3 and 4, the presi- 
dent and chief of state appointed Messrs Kerim Togoi, Mahamat Fadil and Joseph 
Noubadoum Kladjim as advisor to the presidency of the council of state in 
charge of coordination, director general of the national police and central 
treasurer. 


Decree No 0002/PCE [of the president and chief of state] appointing the advisor 
to the presidency of the council of state in charge of coordination. 


Article 1. Mr Kerim Togoi, civil administrator, is appointed advisor to the 
presidency of the council of state in charge of coordination.

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RECONSTRUCTION PROGRAM CONFERENCE--Geneva, 31 Jul (AFP)--An international con- 
ference on a reconstruction programme for Chad, already twice postponed, might 
be held at the end of October or early in November, according to an official 
of the United Nations Disaster Relief Organization (UNDRO). The official, 
Robert Souria, said here Friday after a 10-day visit to Chad that he was very 
optimistic. Order had been restored in a large part of the country, he re- 
ported. The conference was last scheduled for mid-June in the Kenyan capital 
Nairobi, but was put off after rebel ex-Defense Minister Hissene Habre seized 
the Chad capital Ndjamena at the beginning of the month. Mr Souria said he 
had a lengthy meeting with Mr Habre, and that the staging of the aid confer- 
ence would depend on the response to Mr Habre's call for “national reconcil- 
iation" from the factions of southern strongman Col Abdel Kader Kamougue and 
of the late Ahmat Acyl, a onetime foreign minister who was killed in an ac- 
cident earlier this month. Various UN bodies have proposed a 750 million 
dollar reconstruction package for the war-torn African state covering trans- 
port, health, education and food supplies.

PRESENTING his budget the Minister of Fi- 
nance, Sheriff Saikouba Sisay, pointed out that 
the slow-down in economic activity in the 
industrialised countries coupled with persistent 
high rates of inflation and the restnctive mea- 
sures taken to fight these and concomitant 
problems had had serious consequences for 
developing countries, weakening prices for 
primary commodities while the prices of manu- 
facturers continued to rise. 

He went on: “The combined current account 
deficit of the non-oil developing countries 
amounted to $100,000m. in 1981 compared with 
$86,000m. in 1980. Since 1973 the current 
account deficit of African oil importing coun- 
tries averaged 9 per cent of their gross domestic 
product — twice the average of other oil 
importing developing countries. 

“These huge and persistent current account 
deficits generated considerable financing prob- 
lems for many non-oil developing countries, 
particularly those in Africa. with extremely low 
per capita incomes and limited access to interna- 
tional capital markets. Even those countries 
with access to these markets were handicapped 
not qnly by very high interest rates but also by 
the rising burden debt servicing due to the 
substantially large additions to their external 
debt. 

“The economic problems which beset the 
world economy are made even more acute, for 
the Afmcan countnes. by the shortages of 
foodstuffs in many countries because of the 
adverse effects of the weather, among other 
things. Political conflicts in many parts of Africa 
have led to costly economic dislocations and 
have caused severely tragic displacement of 


“The recent past had witnessed a period in 
which developing countries had seen a drastic 
decline (in real terms) in the flow of external 
assistance from the traditional sources. This was 
due, inter alia, to the increasingly inward- 
looking policies adopted by most industrialised 
countries. It must be realised that even if all 
domestic constraints were overcome, limited 





foreign exchange and scarcity of capital invest- 
om inhibit the development efforts of 
many African countries. 

“It is necessary therefore. that the interna- 
tional community increases capital flows in a 
manner that meets the genuine needs and 
development objectives of developing countries. 
That will not be sheer benevolence on their part 


it will be conforming to stark economic rational- 
ity that will re to the greater good of both 
the developed and alike 


Turning to the Gambian economy Mr. Sisay 
said that although the economy had suffered a 
set back in 1980/81 mainly because of low 
agricultural production, 1981/82 saw more 
favourable developments despite the gloomy 
political atmosphere that prevailed at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. The rain was more 
adequate and was not interrupted by dry spells 
as in 1980. Groundnut production 
almost doubled the 1980/81 figure and ail other 
crops fared equally well. 

As a result of the high agricultural production 
proveionally estimated at D491. 3m. This rope: 

isi estimated at .3m. This repre- 
sents a pon hrwer increase in value added of 
D73.4m. or 17.6 per cent over the revised 
provisional estimate of D417.9m. for 1980/81. 
The per capita GDP for 1981/82 at current 
market prices was estimated at D782.00 com- 
pared to D682.00 for 1980/81 indicating that 
nominal per capita GDP increased bv 14.7 per 


cent during 1981/82. Allowing for inflation. real 
GDP was provisionally estimated to have in- 
creased by 8.9 per cent over the revised pro- 
visional figure of D417.9m. for 1980/81. 

Agriculture. the most important industry. was 
estimated to have contributed about D127.6m. 
to GDP for 1981/82 compared with D&&8.4m. in 
1980/81. Wholesale and retail trade. transport 
and storage, and construction industries contri- 
buted D124.2m.. D38.6m. and D35.7m. respec- 
tively during 1981/82. In 1980/81 respective 
shares of these industries were D110.1m.. 
D34.0m. and D37.6m. 














The manutacturing sector recorded a value 
added of D3i.im. in 1981/82 compared with 
D23.8m. in 1980/81. The hotels and restaurants 
industry suffered a setback in 1981/82 mainly as 
a result of the low tourist traffic for the year, 
contributing about D7.8m. compared to 
D10.5m. for 1980/81, a decline of 25.7 per cent. 

Mr. Sisay said that money supply had in- 
creased substantial!y, by almost 25 per cent, but 
that the increase had real growth behind it and 
was not merely a paper increase. Indeed in- 
crease in bank lending had been only half that of 
the previous year and at the end of March 1982 
total bank lending had been lower than a year 
before, with the bulk of the D32m. lent for crop 
finance already repaid. (In addition savings had 
shown a rise). The Government had been able 
to reduce its own ing to finance the 
budget deficit but the events of July last year had 
reversed this trend. 

The inflation rate for 1981/82 appears to be 
7.9 per cent compared with 8 per cent in 
1980/81. During the 1981/82 year external trade 
decline from D333.2m. to D288.6m. made up of 
D225.2m. for imports (down from D275.8m. in 
1980/81) and D63.3m. for exports (D57.4m. the 
vear before). The trade balance was in deficit by 
D161.9m., compared with D218.4m. 

Mr. Sisay outlined some of the developments 
expected to come into effect in the coming year 
such as modernisation of the Gambia Produce 
Marketing Board's facilities to improve its 
cnatiban, cupecially with th qroundants, the Live- 
stock Marketing Board is expecting to enter a 
‘oint venture for a tannery to process 30,000 
hides and 32,000 skins annually. The LMB has 
signed a second contract to supply Ndama 
breeding stock to Gabon and has a similar 
continuing contract with Nigeria. (The national 
herd is estimated at about 300,000 head and its 
health is improving). 

An industrial fisheries project is moving 
ahead, the Darsilam: salt works are expected to 
be producing by the end of 1982, the brick 
factory at Kanifing should also have been started 
(The Kanifing Industrial Estate is said to be 
filling up well). The 25 per cent decline in 
tourism ts felt to be a passing matter. the

A five-year DS2m. Agricultural Development 
Project is to be launched as a step towards 
attaining self-sufficiency in food supplies. The 
ADP's objective is to improve production as 
well as returns from major crops like ground- 
nuts, rice. millet. sorghum and maize.

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OBSTACLES TO DEMOCRACY IN NATION CITED

MAKING a correct and scientific 
apprehension of contemporary African 
politics seems to be too knotty an affair for 
the Western mind. When a mind so neatly

share of the national cake despite its own 
ivity, but also wields enormous 
destiny. It goes without saying 
is a real obstacle to genuine democracy. 
However, the origins of these problems 
cannot be squarely placed on the shoulders 
of the PPP regime. At the turn of the 
century British colonialism began a sys- 
tematic shattering of the traditional Gam- 
bian economy to replace it with one that 
had the dual ieontten 
nut production for export and providing 
markets for European manufactured 
goods. About seven European firms (in- 
cluding the United Africa Company, 
Maurel and Prom, and CFAO) were given 
free rein in pricing and commercialisation 
of groundnuts, while imported goods soon 
became the major determinants of the 
country’s economic life. Profits for the 
most part found their way back to Europe. 
The cluster of prosperous Gambian entre- 
preneurs based in Banjul at the end of the 
last century (James Senegal, Masanneh 
Ceesay, and the Njie brothers were typical 
examples) who could have pioneered the 
making of a native bourgeoisie and who 
could have been an important source of 
capital investment were systematically li- 
quidated as a nascent class and became 
extinct with the depression of the 1920s 
and 1930s. They were then replaced by an 
influx of Lebano-Syrian merchants whose 
reluctance to invest capital locally is noto- 
rious all over West Africa. Furthermore, 
the Gambian population had to bear the 
burden of all the ap yee — 
ion a r. 
met the dawn of independence, little had 
changed. The economy remained e=port- 
orientated and lacking any internal dynam- 
ism. Productivity was low and agriculture 
remained undiversified. Capital for invest- 
ment was nowhere to be found and produc- 
tive forces and mode of production re- 
mained largely underdeveloped. Deficits in 
balance of trade and payment worsened as 
foreign commercial firms exercised their 
freedom to import largely luxury goods. 


of monocrop ground- 
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While the PPP regime cannot be held 
responsible for this colonial legacy, 17 
years of its rule has not only perpetuated 
every single feature of this malaise, but has 
also worsened it. The economy remains as 
export-orientated as ever while grain im- 
ports increase unabated. Instead of using 
the revival of subsistence crop farming as 
the cornerstone of efforts to diversify 
agriculture, the regime encourages the 
production of supplementary cash crops 
like cotton, lime and palm kernels. Hence, 
more than ever before, groundnut produc- 
tion reigns supreme in Gambian agricul- 
ture. The regime has yet to embark on any 
meaningful reforms; changes that there 
have been are those of inevitable decay. 

Meanwhile, a corrupt and incompetent 
State bureaucracy, with a tendency to 
cancerous growth and an insatiable appe- 
tite for luxurious consumption, weighs 
heavily on the Gambian economy by reap- 
ing up to 65 per cent of the national 
income. In a nutshell, The Gambia is a 
socio-economic deformation that, without 
extensive radical changes, cannot over- 
come the problems of providing the basic 
means of livelihood to the broad masses; a 
necessary condition for true ; 

Yet, Gambia cannot o oe 
to the host of frightful military and one- 
party dictatorships that surround it in West 
Africa. Alone in a region plagued with 
virulent dictatorship, the PPP regime pre- 
served almost all the institutions of par- 
liamentary democracy inherited from the 
British colonialists and made The Gambia 


“the Switzerland of Africa”. Gambians 
lived under an atmosphere of tolerance 
and respect for civil liberties that was 
unknown in most other African states. 
How then can one question the genuine- 
ness of that democracy? 

The democratic institutions of Western 
Europe are the result of socio-economic 
transformations and protracted inter-class 
struggies. They rest on broad social bases 
and conform with the interests of large and 
powerful social groups. In The Gambia, 
democracy, on the contrary, did not evolve 
out of internal conditions. It was the 
making of the colonial masters as an 
extension of the metropolitan centre and 
came from above. Having no deep social 
roots and no class base to rest on. the 
Gambian democratic institutions are incap- 
able of making meaningful impact. 

In The Gambia, none of the groups that 
constitute the ruling elite have the material 
base, the historical maturity, or the inner 
cohesion to play a decisive role in shaping 








the country’s destiny. The bureaucratic 
bourgeoisie, in spite of controlling state 
institutions, is too remote from produc- 
tion, too lacking in group disciplines and 
too riddled with the rivairnies of careerism. 
The merchant class, wholly dependent on 
foreign capital and supplies, is too divided 
as there is no love lost between its factions 
of Europeans, Lebano-Syrians, Maurita- 
mans and Gambians. Bnefly, the Gambian 
ruling elite is incapabie of making any 
significant reforms even in its own name 
and interest. Some aspirations may be 


there. but are effectively hindered by a 
strong attitude of fatalism stemming from 
the apathy and impotence of this elite. 

With its rule based on the hegemony of 
such a social group. from which its recruits 
its leadership material and takes inspira- 
tion, the PPP regime resigns itself to being 
a mere custodian of the colonial legacy. 
From the economy and administrative 
Structures to the style of rule, it has 
jealously tried to preserve both the form 
and content. Hence all the evils of colonial- 
ism, the alienated nature of the state, the 
impoverishment of the masses. neglect of 
rural areas (the former protectorates), the 
enhancement of foreign ways at the ex- 
pense of traditional ones. are all intact. 
Thus the regime's commitment to so-called 
democratic practices stems not out of any 
lofty ideals or inner social pressures but 
from a paralysing apathy. The practice of 
democracy in The Gambia is a reflection 
not of the regime's strength but of its 
inherent weakness. With this in mind it 
becomes possible to get to grips with the 
desultory Gambian body-politic. 

When the Gambian electorate went to 
the polls in May, it was like being asked to 
go and watch a wrestling match whose 
outcome could have no significant effect on 
their day-to-day living. While they could 
give support it was not this support that 
was decisive but the abilities of the wrest- 
lers. Here the passive role of spectator and 
the active one of supporter properly blend 
to fit in with the fatalism of an Islamised 
peasantry and the dissidence of a long- 

people. The “ability” of one of 
the contestants, President Jawara. and his 
PPP. was unmatched. With absolute con- 
trol over the radio, the press and govern- 
ment machinery. the PPP had won even 
before the contest began. The clampdown 
on the opposition and the arrest and 
detention of many of the NCP opposition 
militants together with the state of 
emergency created an atmosphere that 
further assured PPP victory. Reports of 
illegal registration of alhens and official 
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tampering with electoral rolls were wide- 
spread. In the countryside where many a 
polling station was either a dilapidated 
schoolbuilding or an improvised straw but. 
and where polling went under the watchful 
eyes of over-zealous chiefs. alkalolus (vil- 
lage headmen) and PPP chairmen. the 
secrecy of ballots was mere mockery. The 
presence of foreign occupation forces 
could only be “discreet” to the innocent 
eyes of a Mr. Hughes, but not to those of a 
people who still count the deaths suffered 
at Senegalese hands. If all these cannot 
explain the opposition’s “poor perform- 
ance”. perhaps he can kindly offer some 
other explanation. 

As usual the May elections were not 
contested on any clear platforms for resolv- 
ing the nation’s immense problems. None 
of the contending parties cared to come out 
with a manifesto. The bankruptcy of ideas 
was compensated with shameless demago- 
guery. character assassination and the low- 
hest torms of particularism. The nearest 
thing to a manifesto was the secretary- 
general's report to the PPP congress. a 
long and disjointed harangue that differed 
in no significant way from that of 1979. 

Given the general political climate, and 
the PPP’s monopoly of the mass media, the 
Opposition cannot be blamed too much for 
not coming out with a clear electoral 
programme. With reports of widespread 
intimidation of its membership, detention 
of its leadership and the destruction of its 
party machinery, one can only wonder why 
the NCP so readily and unconditionally 
took part in the elections. MOJA's call for 
a boycott seems to have had a certain 
response with over 40 per cent of reg- 
istered voters abstaining. As for the inde- 
pendent candidates, who together polled 
up to 16 per cent of the votes, they 
represent a very interesting factor: mostly 
expelled members of the PPP, they are the 
personification of rank-and-file dissidence 
against growing authoritarianism. 

Almost two decades of 
parliamentary majority has made the PPP 
the ruling party of a de facto one-party 
state; the parliamentary opposition is more 
ritual than real. Being a non-doctrinaire 
party of careerist politicians it now has 
more in common with parties like KANU 
(Kenya) and APC (Sierra Leone) than 
with those of a pluralistic system. Thus the 
PPP is today riddied with factional and 
personal rivalries which could pave the way 
for a no-party state and the emergence of 
autocracy. It is not surprising that the 
former Attorney-General and Minister of 
Justice. and also a party strongman but 
now a disgruntled dissident, had this to

SEKOU TOURE DISCUSSES VARIOUS FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES

ALTHOUGH THE recent visit by the 
Guinean President Ahmed Sékou Touré to 
the United States had more to do with 
money than politics (see West Africa, July 
12), it did provide a political platform. The 
President went to attend an investment 
forum sponsored by the Chase Manhattan 
Bank and was in touch with some of the 
most powerful American corporations, but 
in New York he urged the third world case 
in the United Nations special session on 
disarmament and in Washington he had 
high-level political contacts. 

Indeed some American observers were 
puzzied that a private visit should include a 
formal welcome to the White House by 
President Ronald Reagan and substantive 
discussions with State Department officials 
responsible for United States relations with 
Africa. Some of the puzziement was due to 
the press treatment: The New York Times 
published a photograph of the American 
and Guinean presidents at the White 
House and reported a news conference by 
President Sékou Touré and his remarks on 
the “fabulous economic potential” of 
Guinea. By contrast the Washington Post 
did not report the visit but carried a display 
advertisement from an exile Union pour la 
libération et reconstruction de la Guinée 
which attacked the President as ‘“‘an emi- 
nent high priest’ among oppressors and 
dictators. The advertisement drew atten- 
tion to the disappearance of Karim Ban- 
goura, Fadiala Keita, Achkar Maroof and 
Diallo Telli, who had all served as diplo- 
mats in Washington or New York. The 
United States business community was 
more interested in Guinea's bauxite, iron, 
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diamonds and uranium, and the visit re- 
ceived favourable coverage in the financial 


One reason for interest in Washington in 
President Sékou Touré is that he is to host 
the twentieth anniversary meeting of the 
Organisation of African Unity in 1983. 
American Africanists, whether officials or 
academics, feel that in the coming year, 
when Libya's President Mu’ammar Gadda- 
fi will hold the chairmanship of OAU, 
channels of communication between the 
United States and Africa as a whole may 
be restricted. Already the groundwork is 
being done in Washington to recover the 
influence that has been available to the 
United States during the chairmanship of 
Kenya’s President Daniel arap Moi. 

Interest in Sékou Touré and his OAU 
role was paramount at a round table 
meeting held at Washington's Internation- 
al Club at the end of his trip. | was among 
those invited by Helen Kitchen, director of 
African Studies at Georgetown Universi- 
ty’s Center for Strategic and International 
Studies, for what was billed as “‘a conversa- 
tion” with the President. Most participants 
were officials and academics with African 
connections, and Sékou Touré plunged 
deep into the complex issues of Chad 


and the Sahara, and a strong defence of the 
OAU with all its imperfections. He urged 
that history was an uninterrupted process, 
that the OAU was not perfect but had 
noble objectives that outweighed the 
structural weaknesses; he preferred a bad 


_ Organisation of men to the absence of 


organisation, and saw the supreme essence 
of the OAU as an instrument for peace, 
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harmony and co-operation. He denounced 
the ready acceptance abroad of military 
coups ir Africa, and saw such coups as 
violence against the new states. He hank- 
ered still for a United States of Africa. 

The President explained his acceptance 
of Hissen Habré’s leadership in Chad as a 
corrective to the “philosophy of violence” 
and to the virtual disappearance of state 
institutions in some 16 yeers of fighting in 
Chad. He had been impressed by Habré’s 
reception in N’Djamena: “‘I give him credi- 
bility according to the welcome shown by 
— especially in the political capit- 


Guinea’s 
Sahara stand 


Asked about the prospects for the OAU 
summit in Tripoli in August, the President 
responded with an analysis that went back 
to the years before Algerian independ- 
ence, when he had backed Algerian and 
Moroccan claims to their respective por- 
tions of the Sahara. When, however, Spain 
had decided to withdraw from “Spanish” 
Sahara to the advantage of Morocco and 
Mauritania, he had opposed such division: 
“One does not divide a people like a 
cake."" He would have wished to see the 
whole territory ceded to Morocco or to 
Mauritania. Then he had accepted the 
tripartite treaty which provided a Maurita- 
nian and a Moroccan area. In his view. 
when Mauritania decided to withdraw 
from the Sahara, Morocco acquired rights, 
and he drew the analogy of two children 
inheriting from their father: if one re- 
nounced his share, the other must inherit. 

President Sékou Touré said that despite 
misgivings he had accepted the OAU 
proposal for a referendum on the Sahara 
(while feeling that decolonisation from 
Spain had already taken place and that 
Morocco should reintegrate the province). 
He rejected the shift from the strategy of 
cease-fire and referendum to the purported 
admission of the Sahrawi Arab Democratic 
Republic to the OAU: “I put aside the 
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partisan view and looke: at the law." He 
believed that the admission was “‘illegal’’, 
that the Council of Ministers could not 
gainsay a decision of the Assembly of 


. Heads of State, and that the current 


chairman of the OAU was bound by an 
Assembly decision already made; without 
legality an international organisation 
could not be effective. He likened accept- 
ance of the SADR before the referendum 
to “baptism of a child before its concep- 
tion”. 

The “conversation” with the President 
became tense when an ambiguously 
worded question implied that he had 
attacked religion. Stirred to anger. the 
President recalled that his grandfathers 
had been leading figures in the Islamic 
movement in Africa, and that his own 
religious faith had never been questioned. 
He said that he had helped create mosques 
everywhere in Guinea and that his had 
been the first government in Africa to 
appoint a Minister for Religious Affairs. 
Later in the discussion it was clarified that 
the reference was to his opposition to 
maraboutisme,. and he confirmed that he 
had been rigorous in fighting what he saw 
as superstitious elements in religion and 
did not regret destroying fetish trees and 
objects. 


Peace broker 


In more philosophical vein. he recalled 
the thesis he had advanced on the evolu- 
tion of human society when he received an 
honorary degree at the University of Zaira. 
He had worked for peace between African 
states, with reconciliation between Mali 
and Upper Volta, and between Togo and 
Benin. He claimed a role in the rapproche- 
ment of Zaire and Angola in 1978. and in 
bringing together Liber, Gambia, Sene 
gal and Ivory Coast. On Guinea's relations 
with neighbouring states, he said that his 
country had no policy of expansion, but 
having helped Guinea-Bissau in the phase 
of liberation struggle was open to receive 
federal and confederal proposals, and was 
eager to co-operate with Sierra Leone as 
with Liberia without integration: “Quanti- 
ty does not make quality,” he commented.

ECONOMIC RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY FTFTY-FIRST CNR SESSION 
Conakry HOROYA in French No 2920, 30 May-5 Jun 82 pp 42-44 


[Excerpts] The 51st session of the CNR [National Council of the Revolution], 
held at the People's Palace in Conakry the 16, 17, 18 and 19 May 1982 under 
the esteemed presidency of the secretary general of the state-party, president 
of the Revolutionary People's Republic of Guinea, supreme leader of the revo- 
lution, President Ahmed Sekou Toure; 


After having listened with undivided attention to the illustrious introductory 
speech of comrade secretary-general of the state-party, supreme leader of the 
revolution, comrade President Ahmed Sekou Toure; 


After listening to the remarks by the party federations and national insti- 
tutions; 


After having thoroughly discussed them, adopts the following decisions and 
recommendations: 


I. The FAPA's [Agro-Pastoral District Farms] 


Whereas the agropastoral district farm is an agricultural, artisanal, animal- 
and fish-breeding production unit, a unit within which all the occupations 
needed to satisfy the needs felt at the level of the PRL's [Local Revolu- 
tionary Authorities] can be developed and which will further the growth of 
the PRL's, 


Whereas the FAPA is therefore the favored method for improving our immense 
agropastoral potentials, 


Whereas, in order to fulfill its task, the FAPA must be placed in the best 
conditions necessary for its full development, 


Whereas the development of a grass-roots infrastructure is the determining 
element in keeping farmers at their place of work, an indispensable factor 
if they are to carry out their production plan and become autonomous, 


The 5lst session of the CNR 
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Requests: 





a) The FAPA Ministry, the Ministry of Domestic Trade and the Ministry of 
Transportation to take all useful measures for obtaining as soon as possible 
the imported materials needed to build the FAPA communities. 


b) The FAPA Ministry to provide motor-driven pumps to the FAPA's which have 
still expressed a need for them and to deliver the spare parts necessary for 
the proper operation of those already owned by the FAPA's. 


c) The Agrima National Firm to proceed to order immediately and to place 
at the disposal of the agricultural units, primarily the FAPA's during the 
current agricultural campaign: 


--spare parts needed to fix tractors which are now broken. 


However, the CNR reaffirms the necessity of giving priority to agriculture 
using beasts of burden, and 


Requests: 


1. The FAPA Ministry, the Ministry of Transportation and the regional autho- 
rities to combine their efforts to have the plows now available at the 

Mamou USOA [expansion unknown] and which have been designated for the FAPA's, 
delivered as soon as possible, 


2. The Mamou USOA to deliver to the regions the remaining spare parts and 
attachments for the plows already sent and henceforth to deliver only com- 
plete plows having all their attachments. 


Congratulates the Siguiri and Gaoual federaticus for providing their FAPA's 
with all of the beasts of burden needed to practice non-mechanized agricul- 
ture and asks the other federations to follow this good example. 


Decides to postpone making the FAPA's founded in 1979 autonomous until 14 
May 1983. 


In order to make the activities which have devolved on the FAPA's more dynamic 
and to effectively ensure the financing that will encourage their autonomy 
in 1983, the 5lst session of the CNR, 


Decides to apply to the FAPAs' accumulating accounts the farmers" salaries 
which were withheld because of unexcused absences. 


The 5lst session of the CNR urgently advises the professionals of the state- 
party to mobilize in order to make FAPA a reality equal to the determination 
of the revolutionary prople of Guinea and to provide the widest and deepest 
material bases. 


Requests the federations to communicate to the National Administration of the 
Party the list of FAPA communities which could be dedicated and to do so 
before the next Central Committee session to be held at Gueckedou. 
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Il. Transportation and Trade 


Whereas there is an overriding necessity to speed up the removal of goods 
towards the regions and the provisioning of the capital with goods, 


Whereas the speed of the delivery of goods and the provisioning of products is 
a determining factor for marketing success, 


Whereas any disturbance in the effective use of transportation negatively 
influences the economic and social development of our country, 


The 50th session of the CNR adopts the decisions resulting from the National 
Conference of Public Works and invites the Ministry of Infrastructure and 
Large-Scale Improvements and the CGR's [expansion unknown] to implement cor- 
rectly and quickly the vast program assigned to them: repair and maintenance 
of the highways, repair and enlargement of landing strips, restoration of 
ferries in poor condition, etc. 


The 5lst session of the CNR 


Has decided to eliminate the CGR's COTRA's [Transport Companies] and to 

divide the available vehicles among the regions, which, in addition to domestic 
transportation, will henceforth be responsible for shipping products to the 
national firms and industrial units, as well as transporting their goods 

from Conakry. 


The number of vehicles to be given to the regions should respond to economic 
necessities and to the volume of goods and products to be transported... 


If the CGR transport company vehicles are insufficient for meeting the needs 
of the regions, the necessary vehicles will be taken from COTRA's national 
stock in order to fill the regional stock. 


Notes the formal prohibition against any state vehicle doing any transport- 
ing for private parties while the regions in question have goods or products 
to be shipped. 


Requests the national navy to assist with the transportation of goods and 
products to coastal regions. 


The 5lst session of the CNR 


Has decided to raise the rate for transportation within regions from 50 
cauris to 1 syli per kilogram of transported product. 


Requests the Ministry of Domestic Trade to ensure the regular provisioning 
of fuel and lubrication to commercial boats so that product marketing can 
be improved. 


Requests the regional authorities, the vegetable cooperatives, the CRF's 
[expansion unknown], the consumer cooperatives, the ERA's [expansion unknown] 
and the approved merchants to strengthen inter-regional trade so as to deliver 
vegetables quickly. 
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Requests the central authority to find the appropriate means for storing, 
transporting and marketing vegetable produce. 


Requests the Ministry of Domestic Trade and the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
to take all necessary measures to organize the marketing and rapid distribu- 
tion of all fruit production on domestic and foreign markets. 


III. Agricultural Campaign 


Whereas production should be a large-scale effort requiring the participa- 
tion of each able-bodied citizen, taken singly or as part of a production 
collective, 


Whereas growth in production is one factor which will ensure self-sufficiency 
in food, the provisioning of our industrial units with raw materials and the 
export of products which will allow us to import the material goods which 
our people need, 


Whereas the current concerns of the Guinean revolution primarily rest upon 
the absolute necessity for constant growth in production and productivity, 
indispensable factors for consolidating national independence and revolut ion- 
ary power, 


Requests professionals at all levels to stimulate the production of the FAPA's, 
the FAC's [Communal Agricultural Farms] and the CER's [Revolutionary Educa- 
tion Centers] and all other agricultural units with a painstaking prepara- 
tion of the production campaign. 


Noting the spontaneous, unaminous, enthusiastic and sincere support of the 
revolutionary people of Guinea towards the principles and goals of the PDG 
[Democratic Party of Guinea] during the last presidential elections of 9 
May 1982, 


The National Council of the Revolution 

Urges professionals and party members to mobilize all their physical, in- 
tellectual and moral resources in order to turn this support into a decisive 
quantitative and qualitative increase in national production, a determining 
factor in reaching the happiness desired by our people.

GENERAL MEASURES OF CLEMENCY FOR PRISONERS 
Conakry HOROYA in French No 2919, 23-29 May 82 p 48 


[Excerpts] Decree No. 001/PRG/82 declaring general cle- 
mency measures for convicted criminals on the occasion 
of the re-election of the president of the republic to 
the supreme leadership. 


Article 1. Beginning 14 May, 1982, the general clemency measures, enacted 
upon the occasion of the re-election of the president of the republic to the 
supreme leadership and defined below, will be applied to prisoners in the 
fails of the country. 


Article 2. The sentence given by the criminal jurisdictions will be con- 
pletely repealed for first-time offenders. 





Afticle 3. Prisoners guilty of repeat misdemeanors or felonies will have 
their sentence reduced by one-third. 


Article 4. Criminals sentenced to prison terms, term penal servitude, life 
penal servitude or capital punishment will benefit from the following re- 
ductions in sentences: 

a) Term penal servitude or incarceration: 

Sentence reduced by half; 

b) Life penal servitude: 

Sentence commuted to 10 years penal servitude; 

c) Capital punishment: 

Sentence commuted to 15 years penal servitude. 

Article 5. The measures defined in articles 2, 3 and 4 above will be enforced 


immediately, and prisoners who have as a result completed their sentences 
will be immediately placed at liberty by the prison superintendents. 
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Article 6. These clemency measures will not in any case apply to prisoners 
sentenced for the following criminal infractions: 


a) Theft of livestock; 
b) Theft from embassies; 


c) Theft from the residencies of state officials and any abstraction of 
objects or goods belonging to the latter and committed in other locations; 


d) Embezzlement of public funds; 


e) Preparation, importing, exporting, illegal sale, possession and use of 
drugs and hazardous substances; 


f) Attacks on the internal and external security of the state and all 
counter-revolutionary acts. 


Article 7. The minister of the interior and of security, the general com- 
missars of the revolution and the regional governors are instructed, each in 
his own domain, to see that the provisions of the present decree, which 

will be registered and published in the official journal of the republic, 
are carriedout.

[Excerpts] For slightly more than 3 hours yesterday, President Didier Ratsiraka 
was interviewed by the national and international press. Thanks to the magic 

of the airwaves, the entire nation probably followed the interview intensely, 
for the questions asked and the replies given concerned the everyday life of 

the Malagasy people, as well as their future! 


Immediately after the chief of state arrived, the press opened fire ... with 
questions. Everything was discussed, and without leniency! Especially current 
"gloomy" issues: those problems for which the whole country today expects im- 
mediate (and lasting!) solutions. These are the problems of supply and especial- 
ly the “sluggishness of the system" controlling it. Our fellow newspaper LAKROA 
even said that “when there was no Ministry of Supply, there were no problems" 

..-. and that "when people thoroughly experienced in traditional business prac- 
tices were handling matters, before they were turned over to decentralized 
agencies, everything worked better." 


Anyone who talks about supply is indirectly or directly talking about production. 
One question asked in this regard was aimed at determining whether the current 
inadequate production was not also due to the lack of motivation of farmers, 

who are not paid immediately but are asked to return in 2 weeks or a month ... 
“after merely being presented with a receipt or a written acknowledgment of 
indebtedness." There was also mention of the “poor quality" of education being 
provided in Madagascar, which has led to the children of "well-off" parents 
being sent to Europe at their own expense, as well as the problems of students 
trained in socialist countries in finding jobs. "They have been out of work 

for l or 2 years." 


Corruption, freedom of the press, the situation within the [National] Front 
[for the Defense of the Revolution: FNDR], destabilization and other plots 
and, of course, the presidential elections, were the subjects of the general 
political questions. The press conference was also dominated by the economy, 
negotiations with the IMF, the status of our balance of payments, the black-- 
or free or even parallel, according to some--market, and the increase in the 
cost of living. 
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And then there is the situation in the north, concerning which the national 
press regrets "the government's silence." The sole party (will be formed? will 
not be formed? And if so, when?) 


The possibility of a return to the franc zone, which includes, however, Marxist 
oil-producing countries such as the Congo? The advantages or drawbacks of staying 
in it (questions posed by REALITES MALGACHES). 


As was probably observed directly on RTM [Malagasy Radio and Television] stations, 
journalists really took advantage of this interview with President Didier 
Ratsiraka to lay their “cards on the table." Could our current problems be 

due to our socialist political choice? Do you have solid arguments to give 

us? (JOURNAL SAHY) There was even mention of the "presidential bunker," the 
inexistence of a joint declaration by the FNDR during this preelection period 

and the joint communique from Madagascar churches, recently read in churches 

and temples. The question asked in this regard was: "What is the present re- 
lationship between the government and the church in Madagascar?" 


Lack of Time 


These are some of the questions asked by the local press and we will immediately 
give the replies made by the president. One thing should be noted, since in 

a way it is regrettable: the excessive number of questions asked and the “repe- 
titions,"” thus the chief of state did not have enough actual time to reply to 
them as the journalists would undoubtedly have liked. The chief of state there- 
fore replied, as he himself said, “out of order, like getting the winners of 

a horse race mixed up!" Thus of course, there were some “oversights,” whether 
dntentional or unintentional, by the president. In this regard, Didier Ratsiraka 
surely has reasons unknown to journalistic logic. 


Thus concerning the economy, production and supply, everything appears linked, 
according to the president, who again stressed the "interdependence" of our 
economic crisis with the international economic and financial crisis and that 
our foreign exchange problems, the cause of the current lack of spare parts 

for agricultural and industrial equipment, derive from our large expenditures 
for imported products (166 billion FMG [Malagasy francs] FOB in 1981, with 90 
billion for the rice sector alone), whereas our exports totaled only 100 billion 
FMG during the same year, not to mention the deterioration of trade conditions, 
which have caused our coffee, whose price is fixed abroad, to constantly decline 
since 1975 ($1 per 4s kg in 1981 and $0.75 in 1982!). At this point, the president 
said that he had thus answered the question of a journalist who had asked him 
whether our economy was “at an impasse or had been plunged into an impasse." 


Excess Production 


In view of all these facts, President Didier Ratsiraka explained the reasons 

for his policy favoring "all-round, excess production!": Energy (Namorona, 
Andekaleka ... in order to be less dependent on foreign sources; also concerning 
current conventional oil prospecting by the American companies, Mobil Oil and 
Occidental Petroleum, and the Italian AGIP [National Italian Oil Company]. This 
also explains the construction of the KOBAMA [expansion unknown] plant for wheat 
and flour (we import 50,000 tons of flour annually!) and of a plant for yeast 
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in the north and one for spare parts ECAM [Automobile Construction Firm of 
Madagascar] in Tananarive, the expansion of the Toamasina refinery's operations 
with aid from Algeria and India, the TOLY [expansion unknown] agricultural equip- 
ment plant, processing of medicinal plants with SOPRAEX [expansion unknonw], 
Chinese cooperation in this area, etc. All of this, among other things, be- 
cause the president refuses to "go on supporting Thai, Cambodian, Pakistani, 
Japanese, etc., farmers" ... by regularly purchasing their rice. "If the pre- 
sent situation continues," the president said, “we will import 500,000 tons of 
rice by 1987, especially with the 2.8-percent annual increase in our population," 
This year alone, we will have imported 300,000 tons of rice, costing 25 billion 
FMG. Concerning the famous Malagasy negotiations with the IMF, the president 
said that they were not as "drastic as that," since they will make it possible 
to improve our economic situation and to obtain a key to open the lock to loans, 
from international banks, inasmuch as these loans will be guaranteed by the IMF 
for 59 million in SDR [special drawing rights]. To this will be added 21 
million in compensatory SDR (structural adjustment), or an amount of $80 to 

100 million. All of this will have certain terms, all regarding the improvement 
of our finances and our management. ‘Thus the need for a 15-percent reevaluation 
(13.5 percent more precisely) of the FMG, as opposed to the 50 percent initially 
demanded by the IMF. All things considered, according to the president, this 
will mke some of our export products, such as meat, more competitive on the 
intemational market. 


And then the president announced the new measures taken by his government to 
deal with current problems. They will certainly cut into many pocketbooks, 
but as the saying goes, "it is often necessary to fight fire with fire," and 
as the president himself often says, “our socialist choice requires sacrifices." 


The president was explicit yesterday: "I will not back down, for others back 
down only to jump less well. I will move forward by skirting the obstacles." 
The chief of state therefore intends to continue the policy which he established 
in 1975. 


An increase has been announced in the basic index for the public sector (from 
1.070 to 1.110), while that for the private sector "is under study!" 


Student grants will be increased by 1,000 FMG. As we have said, these new 
measures will undoubtedly create an inevitable "chain-reaction" increase, 
which we ask the government to watch out for from now on. 


Also concerning the economy, in reply to a colleague's question of whether 

aid from capitalist countries "did not discredit our socialist choice," the 
answer of the chief of state was straightforward: "That is the result of our 
all-round foreign policy." The colleague in question was probably referring 
to the successsive and sizable recent aid from Western countries (a large gift 
of American rice and an oil-prospecting agreement signed between Madagascar 
and the United States and between Madagascar and Italy, as well as bilateral 
and multilateral aid from the Common Market, not to mention Japan. 
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Armaments 


The president also spoke yesterday of the importance of aid from social- 

ist countries, particularly in reply to a journalist's assertion concerning 

our priority given to armaments. We are familiar with the problem of Mig air- 
craft or helicopters "offered" or "lent" as part of aid from socialist countries. 
The journalist in question also wished to mention the maintenance which such 
forms of aid can cost us. The president answered by stressing their "useful- 
ness" (supply, movement of goods, sanitary disposal, etc.). 


Yes, but it is nevertheless true that we must also try to develop our trade 
with those same socialist countries. A real form of aid to us would be to 

buy our products for import, as the 10 EEC countries have been doing for a 

long time, which provides us with that famous foreign exchange which we need 

so much. The "presidential bunker?" Once again, the president explained: 

"It is the North Koreans who are financing its construction by the billions. 
Our participation is only about 100 million. An atomic bomb shelter has been 
planned. But never mind, we can give it up if that bothers you!!!! Thus there 
will not be a bunker, but a residence." 


Another problem, which was not the smallest, was discussed: the presidential 
election. When? The exact date has not been disclosed. But the chief of 
state also stated that all political groups represented within the FNDR can 
submit a candidate for president, but that it is not his place, as chairman 
of the FNDR, to name them, in order to avoid criticism such as: "Ratsiraka 
has named a puppet candidate to run against him!" 


Also concerning the elections, the question was asked whether, as in the case 
of batteries, in which connection it was recently announced that there would 
be a sufficient quantity of them during the elections "so that you can hear 
our propaganda," there would also be enough other staple goods “during and 
after che election campaign!" 


Only the first part of this question was answered by the president: "My in- 
tention,” he said, "is to put as many as possible on the market as soon as 
they are available and with regard to batteries, it is true that they will 
be used a great deal during the election campaign ..." They are currently 
in production, but when production is adequate, they will be unloaded on the 
market. But not before, to prevent speculation. 


In reply to another question, the chief of state advised presidential candi- 
dates to choose "devoted and competent" associates and not "devoted or competent" 
ones. There must also not be any "demagoguery," but instead he would announce 
later--after the elections!--the new measures which he has now decided to take 
and which he therefcre disclosed yesterday. 


In other words, the Malagasy people will thus vote for or against him with 


full knowledge of the facts. The president also did not explain whether this 
would be an election or a referendum, as in 1975. 
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[19 May 82 pp 1, 2, 4] 


[Excerpts] Yesterday at 9 am in the capital, there was not a single copy of 
MADAGASCAR-MATIN left either at newsstands or in the hands of street hawkers. 


Despite the large radio audience and the large number of television viewers 
who saw the press conference later in the evening, our newspaper was "sold 
out" yesterday morning (as well as our other fellow printed tabloids) so that 
people could read, study and discuss President Didier Ratsiraka's statements. 


This shows the considerable interest aroused by the conference, particularly 


since a good wind of democratic freedom blew on that interview with the chief 
of state. 


We will publish a summary of reactions in our next edition, even though we 

have already referred to the cases of gasoline and rice. But specifically 

at general request, today we will go into more detail concerning statements 

of an economic nature, while promising our readers to go over the other sectors 
(politics, etc.) with a fine-toothed comb in our future editions. 


President Didier Ratsiraka really took advantage of his meeting with the press 
on Monday to explain the Revolutionary Government's position on domestic 
economic problems. Today we will give you a free and complete rendering of 
the president's explanations and the new economic decisions which the govern- 
ment has just taken. 


Rice and Petroleum 


"From 1975 to 1981, the government's rice subsidy was 5 to 12 billion. You 

may note the deficits which had to be borne by public corporations such as SINPA 
[National Agricultural Products Company], FIFABE [Betsiboka Plain Development Com- 
pany] SOMALAC [Lake Alaotra Development Company], etc. .... In 1982, we allocated 


25 billion for rice importation. What does that mean? That the Malagasy popu- 
lation is subsidizing capitalist producers and producing farmers in other coun- 
tries (Asia, Japan, etc.). But if that money had been given to the rural popu- 
lation of Madagascar, I think that we could have done something. Since 1975, 
we have spent 90 billion to import rice; but for example, if we had allocated 
half that amount (45 billion) to rice production and purchasing farm equipment, 
we could have made a profit. Now we must cope with problems: beginning today, 
the price of white rice will now be set at 140 FMG per kg, that of deluxe rice 
at 300 FMG per kg and that of flour at 300 FMG per kg. ‘Why do the Japanese 

buy rice at 500 FMC per kg while you Malagasy buy it at 150 FMG?' That does 
not make sense. Bear in mind that we must also repay the Japanese sooner or 
later; I stress this because someone said a while ago that this rice was dis- 
pensed without charge. But we must repay them, even if it takes 25 years; 

just as the American PL48l1: we should pay for it one day. 


"With regard to petroleum, I think that you have noted its increase since this 
morning. The reason is that there are journalists--that's why we have said 
that you must obtain experts in economics, finance, art and culture, and educa- 
tion among journalists--who say that the price of petroleum abroad is tending 
to drop, but why doesn't this trend apply in Madagascar's case? Do some 
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calculating. Last year, a barrel of oil cost us an average of $36. (some- 
times it was $38.70, sometimes slightly less). But the dollar's average ex- 
change rate was 265 FMG for the whole year. Multiply by 7, since a ton is 
equivalent to 7 barrels, and you will see that a ton of oil cost 9,000 FMG. 
This year, we have actually been able to buy oil for less, at around $34.50. 
But the dollar has risen: it is currently between 312 and 315 FMG. This year 
a ton of oil is costing us more than 11,000 FMG; we have a deficit of 8,500 

to 9,000 FMG per ton, which must still be multiplied by 650,000 or 600,000 
tons: you can see the budget deficit which the government had to bear. But 

it is not only Ratsiraka who will have to bear this deficit, but everyone who 
owns cars, who has money, etc. In short, all of us. SOLIMA [Malagasy Petroleum 
Company] must also not be a victim: even if it is a nationalized public corpo- 
ration, it must not be poorly managed; on the contrary, it must make a profit. 
I have estimated profits at slightly more than what we will have, as the journ- 
alist from MARESAKA said: ‘Since farmers produce, why won't the produce to 

be marketed be sold at the same price as produce from abroad?’ During the 

last calendar year, we purchased rice at an average of 280 dollars per ton. 
Multiply by 312 and you will see the price; add insurance, transportation from 
the Toamasina crane to Tananarive and to SINPA stores. Rice cost us a minimum 
of 120-125 FMG per kg. Based on an estimate by SINPA, FIFABE, SOMALAC, ROSO 
[expansion unknown] and SICE [expansion unknown] concerning the rice which 

we produce, our wholesale price is 120-125 FMG per kg. I think that we will 
no longer subsidize Thai, Burmese, etc., producers and all sorts of traders: 
From now on, profits will be distributed to Malagasy farmers so that they can 
produce more. The farmers will produce, the government will help them and 
supervise them through OMIPRA [Military Agricultural Production Operation]. 

We will thus be able to devote 5 to 6 billion per year to rice production: 
renovation of irrigation canals, increase in arable areas, provision of our 
farmers with plows, as I have already promised: ‘A plow and harrow currently 
cost 25,000 FMG, but we will sell them to you for 7,000 FMG and the government 
will provide the subsidy." Let's give the farmers their chance, who constitute 
85 percent of the population and also supply 15 percent of citizens. Profits 
will be used to implement the project of building 20,000 dwellings, so that 

it is not delayed. We will allocate 3 to 4.5 billion annuaily to that »roject. 
But that does not mean that only the government can carry out residential con- 
struction; everyone will be able to do so, in particular socialist enterprises, 
which want to provide their staffs with adequate housing." 


The Franc Zone 


In reply to a question concerning a possible return of the Democratic Republic 
of Madagascar to the franc zone, President Ratsiraka said: "Do you think that 
the franc zone's member countries are safe from the current world economic 
crisis? I know what is happening in Senegal, in Mali, in the Ivory Coast. 

[t is said that the Ivory Coast is an economically developing country. But 
that country's debts are $6 billion, whereas ours are only $1 billion, although 
our population is twice that of the Ivory Coast. I don't want to make a judg- 
ment, but consider the number of unemployed persons in countries which have 
chosen capitalism: How many unemployed persons are there in Morocco, for ex- 
ample, and how much is the Moroccan trade deficit? 
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"The franc zone's debt is currently over $6 billion. That adds to the problems 
of member countries. In some cases, France is even obliged to pay the wages 

of civil servants. This must be said so that we are aware that a possible 
return to the franc zone is not a solution for us. If the Congo remains 
within the franc zone while following a Marxist-Leninist policy, that is its 
business; perhaps it has done so to prevent trafficking, because that country 
has common borders with the majority of that monetary zone"'s member countries. 
Bear in mind also that if the Congo is an oil-producing country, it is foreign 
companies which manage that country's oil companies." 


International Monetary Fund 


To a journalist who asked him about the status of negotiations with the IMF, 
President Ratsiraka replied: "We are not opposed to cooperation with the IMF, 
particularly since we are a member of it. We have been paying our contribution 
regularly for years without, however, taking advantage of it. It is only now 
that we are requesting aid. But the IMF has its own problems as well: It 

has even refused to give $5 billion to developing member countries. We must 
also bear in mind that in view of the increase in member countries, following 
the admission of India and the People's Republic of China, each country's ad- 
vantages have declined. It should be said that negotiations have continued 
because the IMF has required many things, among others the improvement of our 
economy and our finances. It is up to us to find solutions to these require- 
ments." 


Education 


Concerning the present exodus of Malagasy students to Europe because of the 
poor quality of education provided, President Didier Ratsiraka gave a full 
reply, while simply regretting that the Malagasization of education, unanimous- 
ly demanded in 1972, had not been followed in practice and that the very ones 
who demanded it at the time are now sending their children to Europe. And 

here the president said once again that there was nothing shameful about speak- 
ing other, foreign languages. But above all, the intent of such a question 
was undoubtedly to pinpoint a significant problem: the poor quality of educa- 
tion, and to find ways to improve it. The idea was, of course, good initially, 
but it is certain subsequent improper practices which have likely contributed 
to the partial failure of its actual implementation. 


The plan to make the Indian Ocean a zone of peace was discussed. The president 
has realized, however, that with the climate of current international tension, 
the time has not come to hold a conference on this issue in Tananarive. 


Diego 


Concerning the sad events in Diego-Suarez, the president regretted that "students 
are naive enough to allow themselves to be exploited over incidents without 

major importance.'' Then why were they concealed? Because there are things 

that people want to conceal because of shame and to tell the truth when 
necessary, the naivete of our youth is exploited. A boarding school did not 
receive its operating funds on time. The students proposed borrowing the neces- 
sary money. The headmaster refused and proposed a contribution from parents. 








There was a demonstration. When I talk about destabilization attempts, they 
say I am inventing things. And yet, the proof! When there is an assassination 
attempt against Reagan or the pope, it is believed. When there is one in 
Madagascar, I am not believed. 


‘When a priest recently made an attack on the pope's life, it was believed. 
When a priest tried to make an attack on my own, no!" 


Concerning the slowness of reports about the affair of Major Andriamaholison, 
former minister of information in the government of General Ratsimandrava, 
"That is the only regrettable thing," the president replied to the newspaper 
BASY VAVA, and that "the search for a former French colonel in the OAS [Secret 
Army Organization], implicated as an accomplice in the affair, is continuing. 
This is better than a hasty trial!" 


Getting back to the problems of supply, whose current shortage in the case 

of many products was ‘attributed by a fellow newspaper to the existence of a 
Ministry of Supply for several years, the president was quite explicit: "This 
ministry was also in existence from 1963 to 1970, during a period of preharvest 
shortage of rice. My wife stood in line in Diego-Suarez. The events in the 
south in 1971 were also the result of supply problems. So that did not just 
begin today!" 


Final Replies 


And then the president was asked a question which did not receive a clear answer, 
concerning whether current inadequate production, the cause of a great deal 

of our ills, was not also the result of farmers being insufficiently motivated 
because they are not paid immediately but are instead asked to come back for 
payment. This problem deserves special attention, since its resolution will 

not only lead to the disappearance of the parallel (i.e., the black) market, 

but will also encourage farmers to produce more. 


There was no reply to a request for a quick summary of the "positive" and 
"negative" features of the president's 7-year term in office. The chief of 
state will no doubt provide one later. As required during a preelection period! 


[22 May 82 pp l, 4] 
[Excerpt] Defense Budget 


"Tt is not true that defense ranks first among government expenditures: the 
arms which we employ have graciously been given to us or sold to us on easy 
payment terms or at the lowest possible prices by brother countries such as 
Korea, the People's Republic of China and the Soviet Union. Just look at what 
the National Police Force and the People's Army have been able to accomplish 
with the materiel they have, not to mention supply or sanitary facilities." 


Regarding the residence at Lavoloha, President Ratsiraka stated that it was 


the Koreans who had given it to us and that it was being built out of a concern 
for security: "They are spending huge sums of money on it," he specified. 
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Election and Domestic Policy 


In reply to a question concerning the member organizations of the FNDR, the 
president said that as chairman of the front, he could do nothing to prevent 
people from saying that it was he who encouraged those organizations to run 
candidates, especially since every organization can nominate a candidate if 
it wishes. 


Concerning the formation of a sole party, the president stated that the idea 
would still have to be further developed in order to be able to do so. 


Regarding the events which have occurred in the northern part of the country, 
which were caused by the delay in providing the operating budget for a boarding 
school, President Ratsiraka said: "It is disgraceful to note that there are 
individuals who take advantage of the lack of maturity of our youth in order 

to manipulate them. But if we had said it, you would not believe it; but if 

a foreign news agency says that someone tried to kill the pope or President 
Reagan, you would believe it. I think that I would do better to give priority 
to making reports to France Inter. That way, you would believe me." 


Another statement by President Ratsiraka concerning the mentality of such people 
caught everyone's attention: "It is thinking which does not allow for change 
which causes problems; I think that a change in such thinking would be bene- 
ficial to us." 


Regarding education, the president again recalled that it was necessary to 

learn one or more foreign languages, such as French, English or German, ror 
example. In this connection, he mentioned Mrs Binh, the Vietnamese minister 

of foreign affairs: "She is very proud of knowing how to speak French, although 
the Vietnamese are first when it comes to patriotism. However," he continued, 
"we note that the very people who demanded Malagasization of education during 
the neocolonial period are now sending their children abroad." 


Foreign Policy 


"In view of the current state of relations between the great powers, we think 
that the conference which was scheduled to be held in Tananarive, concerning 
the Indian Ocean--a Zone of Peace, must be postponed." President Ratsiraka 
used these words to reply to a journalist who asked him whether the conference 
would or would not ultimately take place. 


Regarding the islands claimed by France, our president said that the Democratic 
Republic of Madagascar and the French Republic currently maintain good rela- 
tions. "I think," he added, "that we will reach a negotiated settlement. These 
islands will not be abandoned just because they are in the middle of the ocean: 
They may contain a great deal of wealth and moreover, it is national sovereignty 
which is essential in our case." 


In reply to a question concerning CEMA, President Ratsiraka said: "Above all, 


we maintain bilateral relations with socialist countries and this form of re- 
lationship is favorable for us. It is not surprising that Western countries 
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are giving us a great deal of aid, since they were our former cclonizers." 

He went on with his explanation, basing it on the aid granted to us by non- 
aligned countries such as Algeria, Libya and Iraq. Concerning Soviet aid, 

President Ratsiraka said that it currently amounted to $200 million.

IMF OFFICIALS VISIT, PRAISE GOVERNMENT'S PROGRAM

[Text] Bamako, 25 Jul (AFP)--An IMF delegation led by Oumar Makalou, deputy 
director of the fund's Africa department, visited Mali from 15 to 21 July, it 
was officially announced in Bamako on Friday evening. 


[Words indistinct] stated that the delegation "noted with satisfaction the 
determination of the (Malian) authorities to strictly implement the economic 
and financial program adopted by the government in Bamako at the end of de- 
tailed discussions held with the assistance of the fund." 


“This program falls within the framework of the objectives defined by the 5- 
year economic and social development plan of Mali for the period 1981-1985," 

Mr Christian added stating: "Like the development plan, the program—a re- 
covery plan for the public sector or the 1982 budget--is aimed at redressing 
financial balances or reducing them to a bearable level, that is, a level which 
does not bring about the accumulation of outstanding debts." 


After recalling that the economic program began last March, Mr Christian 
stressed that "in the medium-term all the sound sectors of the economy (agri- 
culture, small and medium-scale enterprises and state corporations in some 
sectors) should benefit from the implementation of the program thanks to a 
higher level of activity, a more satisfactory functioning of private and pub- 
lic financial mechanisms and the creation of productive and lasing employment." 


The objectives of Mali's 5-year development plan, approved by the Malian as- 
sembly in September 1981, are self-sufficiency in food production, conservation 
of water, relief from the country's landlocked state and the restoration of 
fundamental balances--reorganization of public finances, reestablishment of a 
balance of trade and the restructuring of state corporations. The plan pro- 
vides for implement 539 projects, creating jobs and training workers as well 

as achieving an average annual growth rate of 5 percent.

NEW JUSTICE MINISTER INTERVIEWED 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 1 Jul 82 p 5 


[Interview with Shirin Aumeeruddy-Cziffra by Judex Acking: "Men and Women Will 
Be Finally Equal in the Eyes of the Law"] 


[Text] Under the MMM/PSM/OPR government Mauritius has as its Minister of 
Justice (Attorney General) and Women's and Family Rights Mrs Shirin 
Aumeeruddy-Cziffra. As a lawyer who has been involved with the local women's 
movement for many years, she is well qualified to discuss these important 
responsibilities and the conception which the new leadership has concerning 
them. This she accomplished last week, when she granted her first interview 
to LE MAURICIEN. She discussed a number of items related to the judiciary 
and the constitutional amendments related to enhancing the status of women, 
families and children. 


Since these amendments must be submitted by the minister of justice to 
parliament for its approval, could Mrs S. Aumeeruddy-Sziffra find herself in 
the position of being both judge and interested party? In her answer she 
emphasized the distinct nature of the two ministerial functions she performs: 
"In terms of daily practical work I will have two separate offices, each one 
with its own personnel. Whenever necessary, mainly in the case of the amend- 
ments, it is the sollicitor general (currently Mr E. Venchard) who will take 
my place as legal counsel. You should know that the position of attorney 
general, like that of speaker of the Legislative Assembly, puts its holder 
above the government and his political party. He is the legal counsel of the 
state, hence his independent role. Therefore, I intend to assume my 
responsibilities. As minister of the rights of women and the family I shall 
be the watchdog supervising the activities of all the ministries." 


Having made this clear, this young member of parliament and attorney answered 
as follows the various questions raised in the course of our discussion. 


Constitutional amendments guaranteeing the equality between men and women: 
The current situation is the following: Whereas Part 3 of the Constitution 
guarantees all citizens equal rights, Part 16 stipulates that no law can be 
passed which would discriminate against any citizen because of color, race, 
etc. However, no mention is made of sexual discrimination. This explains 
why so far a Mauritian woman cannot be a member of a jury. We shall there- 
fore request a constitutional amendment in order to void all discrimination 
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based on sex. Any law which perpetuates such discrimination will be declared 
null and void. 


That is why I shall propose the adoption of a Sex Discrimination Act in the 
same spirit as the Race Relations Act which the present government would like 
to see passed. Its purpose will be not only to make any discrimination based 
on sex inapplicable according to the constitution, but also to allow those 
who feel discriminated against to take their case to court. Thus, should any 
man or woman be denied employment because of sex, he or she could sue for 
damages. Hence my intention to ask also for the establishment of an Equal 
Opportunities Commission. 


Justification for the establishment of a Ministry of Women's and Family 
Rights: In 1976, when I was offered the shadow Ministry of Women's Affairs, 
my first thought was that this was a way to perpetuate discrimination. I 
quickly realized however, that even if women were made ministers they would 
have neither the time nor the necessary powers to defend other women. A 
great deal remains to be done to enhance the status of women, to restore 
their dignity and to give them equal opportunities in education, jobs, etc. 
Women are still not participating in the decision making process. They are 
insufficiently or poorly informed. A feminist-oriented policy must be 
applied to catch up with lost time, a policy which should not alienate men in 
any respect, for the purpose is to be fair to everyone. 


Women's problems are frequently those of men as well. As women however, we 
have specific problems. A ministry of women would last only long enough to 
eliminate the specific problems and to lay the foundations for a new society 
in which men and women would be equal. This is a sine qua non prerequisite 
for the happiness of couples and families. 


By insisting that the ministry be also for women I had a global approach in 
mind, for health, education, housing, etc. face equally women, families, 
parents and children. As a mother, the woman is biologically and psychologi- 
cally linked with the child, and if her health or education are poor the 
child will suffer. 


However, I must also deal with other social problems, such as drugs and 
prostitution, which are scourges which harm the family cell, which is the 
basis of society and to which, as wife and mother, I am deeply attached. A 
poorly balanced family cell is frequently the cause of problems such as 
prostitution. A family policy has become an urgent matter. 


Immediate action regarding drugs, prostitution and women in jail: I have 
become concerned with crime and with the problems of women, girls and men 
involved in matters of justice. I have already had interesting exchanges 
with the members of the Central Probation Office and have held lengthy 
discussions with probation officers and the people involved. I am studying 
these exchanges and I have no intention of imposing my own ideas regarding 
the solution of such problems. 
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Motherhood: A Social Function 


Let me say that I do not claim to be able to put an end to prostitution. No 
precise action can be undertaken here. However, I believe that an investiga- 
tion is necessary in order to determine the scope of prostitution, which I 
believe to be one of the afflictions of the subproletariat. An effort must 
be made to determine its reasons and to develop the necessary structure which 
will allow women to hold decent jobs, something I intend to undertake without 
delay. This afflicts the poor mainly, for which reason developments favoring 
the deprived classes will be undertaken by all ministries. The first speech 
from the Throne is quite clear on this subject. 


Sex differences and equality; problems and related matters: Equality 
between men and women is a false problem: We are different biologically, 
physiologically and even psychologically. I believe in differences between 
the sexes and equality under the law. There are differences in our bodies 
and problems frequently arise as a result of them. Let us reiterate that 
neither women nor men should have to suffer from discrimination because of 
physical features unless they prevent one from engaging in a specific action. 
Therefore, maternity leave should not be a reason for losing one's job. 


That is why I shall ask my government for Mauritius to join the Corference on 
the Elimination of All Forms of Discrimination Against Women. We shall then 
have to be watchful that its stipulations are obeyed. This record has been 
waiting to be initialed for the past year. 


In the area of sex differences, we must acknowledge the important function of 
motherhood. Most women become mothers at one point or another in life. I 
believe that so far this was considered a private matter, although it is also 
a social function. Women become isolated during pregnancy and when giving 
birth. This should not occur, for they ensure the continuity of mankind. 
Society could do no less for women than to provide them with a safe and effi- 
cient service in helping them to bring the future generations into the world. 


Amendment of the Immigration and Deportation Acts: The MMM/PSM governmental 
program is specific on this matter. The essential feature of the Immigration 
Act will deal with the individual discretionary application of the right (to 
accept or reject a petition) so far granted exclusively to the minister of 
internal affairs, who is furthermore a politician, and to transfer this power 
to a judiciary body. Decisions could thus be appealed. The risk in leaving 
such an important decision to the discretion of a single person is that it 
may not be made knowledgeably. Such was quite obviously the case under the 
previous system. I believe that our prime minister would have applied it 
judiciously. However, this is a question of principle. 


Furthermore, the amendments will be incorporated in internationai conventions 
to which Mauritius is a signatory. For example, by eliminmating discrimina- 
tion based on sex it is obvious that we are not about to do anything which 

would allow any foreigner to settle in Mauritius through marriage, i.e., by 

contracting a fictitious marriage. 
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Judiciary reform: I believe that the judiciary must become more accessible 
to the public without turning it into a circus. Reforms in depth are 
necessary, in my opinion, in order to speed up the administrative process. 


We shall simplify the laws. I have already discussed this subject with 
members of the judiciary and I hold almost daily meetings with the chief 
justice. We would like to establish a standing dialogue between the bar and 
the judiciary and all jurists. 


It is said that no one should be ignorant of the law. This is inconceivable 
for even we, the jurists, are unfamiliar with all the laws. Unfortunately, 
Mauritius has many illiterates. We shall see to it that the public which 
must face a court of law feel at ease instead of considering it an austere 
place reserved to the initiated, and that justice be rendered. “Justice must 
be seen to be done." 


Legalizing abortions: This is a delicate problem on which views differ. 
Therefore, the government has decided to submit it to a public referendum on 
the basis of which a decision will be made. I give you my firm guarantee 
that this will be done. Such a national consultation will be necessarily 
preceded by an information campaign, so that everyone will be aware of the 
biological, moral, religious and other implications which such legalization 
would entail.

RAILWAY FACILITIES REVIEWS--The NRZ [National Railroad of Zimbabwe], it has 
just been seen, is connected at two points to the Mozambique Railroad, which 
apart from the isolated coastal sections, has 3,696 kilometers with a gauge of 
1.067 meters. ‘The projects involve track renovation and the purchase of equip- 
ment. ‘The first concern the northem Nacala-Malawi, Beira-Moatize and Almada- 
Machipanda lines to Zimbabwe, the Limpopo line to the Zimbabwe border and the 
Goba line (Swaziland). Some work seem to have already been started, as on the 
Beira-Machipanda and Beira-Donddo sections (British aid) and Beira-Moatize 
(Soviet aid). As for equipment, Mozambique expected the delivery in 1981 of 
52 locomotives (32 from Romania and 30 from Brazil), among other things. It 
should be remembered that there is an armed opposition movement in the center 
of the country, the Mozambique National Resistance Movement, which fosters 
insecurity, especially along the Beira-Umtali line. New destruction of track 
was announced quite recently by the authorities. The Mozambican system is 
still connected with the 790 kilometers of the Malawi Railways by the Beira 
and Nacala lines. The Mozambican system is, finally, connected to Goba with 
the 316 kilometers of the Swaziland Railways, but these have been more 
strictly dependent on their powerful neighbor, the South African railways, 
since the opening in November 1978, of the Phuzumya-Golela line

Qjuk- 
wu can hardly resist the 
temptation to challenge 
Zik’s or anyone's claim to 
Ibo leadership. But there is 
even much more to it. We 
know, for instance, that 
Ojukwu_ hasn‘t - quite for- 
given Zik for the latter's 
defection from the Biafran 
cause at the most critical 


period. In fact. I have it on 


authority that Ojukwu, 
already convinced that he is 
just the hammer that could 
shatter Zik's aura of mas- 
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tery in lboland, has vowed, 
and is scheming hard, té 
have his own back against 
Zik and thus be the one to 
laugh last, and best. 

And knowing that to suc- 
ceed in this undertaking he 
will need more than NPN 
support and the euphoric 
enthusiasm that marked his 
arrival, Ojukwu has been 
busy sounding people from 
the NPP camp itself. And 
the result has been very 
encouraging. Dissident 
NPP elements like Senator 
Anah have all along been 
waiting, arms Outestretch- 
ed, to embrace Ojukwu, if 
only to spite Zik. Within 
the NPP hierarchy itself, 
many top notchers have 
given indication they will 
play along. Governor Jim 
Nwobodo, daily threatened 
bv the crude politics of very 
wealthy NPN stalwarts in 
the state, and Vice-Presi- 
dent Ekwueme’s ritualistic 
weekly visits. is. of course, 
a most unlikely candidate, 
and I hear he has vowed to 
keep on fighting the NPN 
and everyone in it. But his 
counterpart, weeping Gov- 
ernor Mbakwe. feeling 
much safer in his boat, 
more inclined to the NPN 





from time, and generally 
unhappy that Zik is, 
through the PPA. “selling 
the [bos to the Yorubas”’, 
has already been won over, 
or should we say he has 
already offered himself to 
Ojyukwu? 

But Zik has been in the 
game long enough to tell a 
real from an empty threat 
And his silence since Oyuk- 


wu's return could well be 


an indication that he con- 
siders the situation senous 
enough to warrant a with- 
drawal to the background 
for planning and mapping 
out of strategies before the 
plunge. Plunge. did I| say? 
No. You can’t get foxy Zik 
to take the plunge like that. 
It's more like him to 
preempt the enemy. to dis- 
arm him and to avoid the 
fight without necessarily 
appeanng to be cowed by 
the enemy. And Zik cer- 
tainly has every reason to 
avoid an open fight with 
Ojukwu. 

Both of them, it must be 
admitted, have a lot at 
stake — their image and 
their credibility. But for 
Zik. in particular, it is a 
whole long career in poli- 
tics that is being threatened 
with an abrupt and humi- 
hating endg for him to, as 
leader of the NPP, it is a 
whole party threatened 
with extinction. . 

Of course, in his very 
long career in politics, Zik 
has been in many tight cor- 
ners before. He had always 
relied on his sharpened 
political sense. pragmatic 
nature. sometimes on sheer 
luck but often times on his 
ability to effectively man- 
ipulate sentiments, to come 
out largely unscathed from 
such tight corners. For inst- 
ance, with Zik’s po- 
pulanty at its highest and 
populanity at its highest and 
the whole state apparatus 
of the then Eastern Region 
behind him, it was not 





difficult to deal with Eyo 
Eta’s threat. K.O. Mba- 
diwe and his NNDP could 
hardly have more than 
amused Zik. And it was 
easy to “fix” Senator Anah 
and his group, though their 
antics must have irritated 
the Owelle. 

But ‘‘dealing’’ with 
Ojukwu will take quite 
some beating. In fact, given 
the odds against Zik, this 
may be impossible. For 
one, the fight is not just 
between Zik and Ojukwu, 
but also between the NPP 
and the NPN, and the latter 
seemed Getermined to com- 
mit ifs enormous resources 
to this “Operation Finish 
Zik.” iets 

In 1979, Zik played on 
the accumulated sentiments 
of the [bos and invoked the 
fear of Ibo persecution by 
selling the idea, coated and 
wet with the right dose of 
tears, that he was being 
persecuted by FEDECO 
and all others because he 
was Ibo. That did the trick. 
But, today, it is very un- 
likely that this familiar line 
will cut ice with the Ibos 
any more. Not because the 
fears to be exploited are 
now lacking. and not be- 
cause Zik has exhausted all 
his tricks. But precisely,be- 
cause when it comes down 
to the issue of cham- 
pionship, saviour. or leader 
of the Ibos, Ojukwu could 
lay a much better claim to it 
than Zik. 

Besides, with Ojukwu 
now back in the country 
with “‘all the facts,” Zik’s 
role during the civil war 
could be given a more du- 
bious bent than it might 
have had, and exposed 
through the federally con- 
trolled powerful media 
Organs for blackmail pur- 
poses. But Ojukwu and the 
NPN have yet another 
trump card. They could 
use, and, in fact, have been 
using, the fact of Zik’s in- 
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volvement with the PPA as 
the much neeced evidence 
that Zik is in the process of 
“selling the Ibos to the 
Yorubas”, who had de- 
ceived Ibos into secession, 
and to Awe, who had advo- 
cated starvation as a 
weapon of war. 

Whatever strategy Zik 
might have mapped out 
from the comfort of his 
Oniyi Haven, there appear 
only two options for avoid- 
ing an open confrontation 
with Ojukwu. The first is to 
renew the NPP-NPN 
accord. which will put Zik 
and Ojukwu in the virtually 
the same camp and remove 
the excuse for a quarrel. 
Zik’s letter of congratula- 
tion and well wishes to Sha- 
gari on the latter's re- 
nomination could be an in- 
dication that Zik’s mind is 
working along this line. 


The second option is for 
Zik and the NPP hierarchy 
to openly declare tor the 
NPN. For Zik. this might 
be unlikely. But it might 
well be the preferred op- 
tion for Senator Anah and 
many others, who, I gather, 
are ready to decamp to the 
NPN to join Ojukwu even 
if that means losing their 
seats. I have a feeling that 
Governor Mbakwe, who is 
never a full - blooded NPP 
member anyway, might 
also prefer this option. It 
will be interesting to see 
what happens in the next 
few weeks. 


But one thing is certain, 
and this is that, as the NPN 
has calculated, Ojukwu's 
pardon and return to Niger- 
ia will ensure a tremendous 
upswing in favour of the 
party in Imo and Anambra 
states, and as Chuba Oka- 
digbo said, the NPP is 
licked whatever Ojukwu 
decides to do. For once at 
least, Chuba made a lot of 
sense. But it is not as if the 
NPN has superior program- 














mes. In terms of their world 
view, pnnciples and prog- 
rammes, the NPN and NPP 
could very well be the same 
party 
Besides, in all our his- 
tory, there have never been 
instances of any senous di- 
visions or cleavages based 
on ideological differences 
in Ibo politics. At the root 
of the present storm is the 
personality factor. And 
when it comes to this, the 
NPN now has an edge over 
the NPP, for in Ojukwu the 
NPN seems to have found a 
personality more appealing 
and magnetizing than Zik.

In fact, the indications are | 
that Jim may be ditched, — 


soon. 
The most significant 
thing in all this. however. is 
that we are moving inexor- 
ably towards a one-party 
State, with all its attendant 
consequences. 


The UPN still appears in 
one piece, but it has serious 
limitations as regards its 
spread and, therefore, its 
effectiveness as a check on 
the NPN can only be dimi- 
nishing with time. The 
GNPP is a house divided 
against itself. The NAP 
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appears to be no more than 
mere appendage of the 
NPN. The PRP, on the 
other hand, appears now to 
have more factions that a 
party can cope with. The 
NPP. as shown above. 
seems on the verge of col- 
lapse with the Anambra 
and [mo wings vascillating 
and itching to join the 
NPN. The Plateau wing, 
unlikely to play along, may 
find itself isolated and an 
easy prey to the NPN. 

Given a situation as this, 
it is little wonder that the 
NPN has a field-day. And 
in an important sense, 
Ojukwu's pardon and re- 
turn could well go down in 
history as the most signifi- 
cant development in the 
attempt by the NPN to 
make Nigeria a one-party 
State-and thus prepare the 
ground for fascism to take 
root.

WHEN, IN January 1981, President Sen- 
ghor decided to resign from his duties as 
head of state, there were a lot of questions 
about the man that the Senegalese Con- 
Stitution, in its Article 35, designated to 
succeed him. This man, Abdou Diouf, was 
almost unknown through the African con- 
tinent, he was Prime Minister for ten years, 
from 1970 to 1980. In fact, although 
Originally under Senghor’s shadow, the 
new President has increasingly affirmed 
himself politically, particularly in domestic 
affairs. Nevertheless it appeared quickly 
that President Diouf also needed to estab- 
lish a personal political way in foreign 
affairs. At first that seemed very difficult, 
as the whole world had become familiar 
with Senghor to the point that Senegal 
itself had become identified with the name 
of the poet-president. 

In spite of ail these hardships, Abdou 
Diouf has now, less than two years after his 
accession to the presidency, managed to 
anchor himself in the African political 
landscape. This could have been foreseen 
when, in his first speech to the nation after 
his investiture, Abdou Diouf said: “I will 
maintain the heritage of my predecessor, 
but will introduce necessary changes.” 
Pursuing this idea, he began to consolidate 
Senegal’s relations with its traditional 
allies. His first official visit overseas was 
paid to Morocco, a country politically 
linked to Senegal. But he did not hesitate 
to call for a dialogue between the different 
parties in the Western Sahara. The Sene- 
galese position has remained unilateral and 


firmly pro-Morocco, and even if his 
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appeal was not a major break with the 
past, it introduced a possibility of an 
opening, of a consideration of the views of 
others, notably of Algeria and Polisario. 
Any contact in that direction had been 
totally rejected by Senghor. 

This evolution brought on another one: 
it pulled Algeria-Senegal relations out of a 
long period of chilliness to a more cordial 
situation. The speedy message of congra- 
tulations sent by President Diouf to Presi- 
dent Chadly Benjedid after the success of 
Algerian diplomacy in the US-Iranian 
hostages affair is an illustration. This was 
followed by a visit to Senegal by the late 
Algerian Foreign Minister, Ahmed Ben 
Yahia. 

Another change in Senegalese African 
policy came when President Diouf met 
President dos Santos of Angola. A secret 
meeting in Praia, Cape Verde, recently, 
was soon followed by the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between the two coun- 
tries. The conditions for such a move, 
imposed in the Senghor period (withdrawal 
of the Cuban troops from Angola, and the 
constitution of a coalition government, 
grouping UNITA, FNLA and MPLA) 
obviously lost validity at a time when South 
Africa's army was regularly violating 
Angola's territory. A choice between apar- 
theid and the Cuban presence, or between 
the MPLA and other groups whose exter- 
nal relations are obscure, is not a difficult 
one. In spite of this, one cannot say that, 
under its actual president, Senegal has 
joined the “progressive bloc’ in Africa. 

Abdou Diouf’s actions, in reality, come 
more from realpolitik than anything else. 
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For a long time many of the opposition 
parties in Senegal (such as the PDS and the 
‘RND) have called for a revision of the 
Senegalese position, both on the Sahara 
crisis, and on Angola. 

Nonetheless, Senegal's main emphasis 
has been on maintaining relations with 
traditional allies, as can be seen from the 
numerous visits of fnendship President 
Diouf has made to countries like Mali, 
Mauritania, The Gambia, Ivory Coast, 
Guinea, Niger, Togo, Cameroon etc. 
These visits are justified not only by history 
and geography, but by Senegal’s need as a 
small country, to improve both sub- 
regonal and regional relations. Senegal is 
sull an influential member of many sub- 
regional organisations (CEAO, OMVS, 
OMVG, UMOA, ANAD) most of them 
created in the spint of Senghorean theories 
of economic development by concentric 
circles. 

However, in the past. Senegal has been 
accused of showing less interest in an 
Organisation like ECOWAS. Recently, af- 
ter the heads of state semmit of ECOWAS 
in Cotonou, President Diouf, in an inter- 
view with a Nigerian journalist strongly 
denied this suggestion. saying that Senegal 
was willing to “play its part in the building 
of African unity.” This assertion takes on 
greater importance in the context of the 
present seriously disturbed state of the 
Organisation of African Unity (OAU). At 
the ministers’ budget meeting in February. 
Senegal was one of those who disagreed 
with the admission of the SADR as an 
OAU member, citing the action of Edem 
Kodjo. OAU Secretary-General in this 
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regard, as an “unacceptable coup de force 
which disregarded the OAU Charter”. 
After that, it was logical that the Sene- 
galese government should refuse entry to 
its territory of representatives of the 
SADR for a meeting of OAU Information 
Ministers. Thus, the -conflict over the 
SADR, has shown the limits of President 
Dioufs opening to Algeria and other 
progressive countries in Africa, and com- 
promised his attendance at the next OAU 
summit. 

More annoying for Senegal’s African 
diplomacy has been the decision of Presi- 
dent Mobutu to re-establish diplomatic 
relations between Zaire and Israel. Sene- 
gal has traditionally entertained good rela- 
tions with Zaire, and was one of the 
countries which contributed to the inter- 
African force which was sent to Zaire after 
the Shaba invasion of 1978. However, the 
financial aid from Arab countries is one of 
the surest sources of funds for Sene- 
gal, who, in return, has been a faithful 
supporter of Arab causes especially the 

It is probably too early to judge Abdou 
Diouf’s African policy. He has only been in 
power for 20 months, and in that period, 
there has not been a major difference with 
the Senghor period. Although a certain 
greater flexibility has been apparent, this 
should be set against the capacity to act 
firmly, as was seen over the Gambian 
episode, a year ago. The Gambian in- 
tervention, and the Senegambian confed- 
eration that followed, is arguably the most 
important single action in Diouf's African 
policy. 








AHMED KHALIFA NIASSE PRESS CONFERENCE 


SENEGAL

LAST WEEK we concluded our series on 
Political Islam in Senegal. I feel that, as 
a historical footnote. I should relate my 
visit to Dakar. Ahmed Khalifa Niasse (re- 
ferred to in the first article by Donal Cruise 
O'Brien) invited journalists to a press 
conference at the Hote! Croix du Sud. The 
subject, said the invitation, was the French 
hold (mainmise) on Senegal ‘on the occa- 
sion of the visit of Monsieur Francois 
Mitterrand”. The invitation also referred 
to Niasse as “the Ayatollah of Kaolack”’ (a 
term which I had thought was a slightly 
mocking one invented by his critics), and 
those of us that ventured to the press 
conference were treated, during the hour- 
long wait for the Ayatollah to arrive, to a 
video film of his arrival in Kaolack after his 
release from detention (the use of modern 
media technology was widely used in the 
Khomeini revolution in Iran, and Sene- 
galese brotherhoods seem to have taken to 
them as well). To fill in the background 
further, Niasse was arrested in Niger in 
April 1981, and extradited to Senegal in 
January this year, following his trial in 
absentia for trying to subvert Senegalese 
soldiers, and trying to run an unregistered 
association. He was, however, released 
early in March, apparently on giving assur- 
ances of good behaviour. Niasse. clad in 
white turban, and surrounded by vocal 
supporters, explained that he was there 
with members of the Co-ordination Bureau 
of the Senegalese Islamic Movement — 
which was not formed as a political party 
because “‘we don't recognise Senghor's 
colonial constitution”. The purpose of 
calling this conference he said was to 
remind France that “‘she cannot be an 
African power", and that she could not ask 
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the Senegalese to accept what she doesn’t 
want to accept from the US. After listing 
the various ways in which France domin- 
ated Senegal, he said that the country 
would be liberated by all means “‘by armed 
force if necessary”. 

This was the point at which the proceed- 
ings started to go over the top, as they say, 
for the Khalifa’s junior brother came in to 
say that the Ministry of the Interior had 
said that the conference should stop. At 
this point the “Ayatollah” proceeded to burn 
three tricolores (the French flag) amid 
shouts of Allahou Akbar (God is great), 
which is also the title of his Kaolack-based 
publication. At this point all tried to leave, 
only to find the building surrounded by 
police. A number of people burst into the 
restaurant of the Croix du Sud, where 
Niasse proceeded to continue his press 
conference, seated at tables already laid 
for the evening meal. The Croix du Sud's 
manager was explaining to a police officer 
that he had simply been told it was an 
Islamic meeting. Eventually, the small 
group of foreign journalists (myself, two 
from Reuters’ Abidjan office, including a 
veteran Senegalese journalist Babacar Di- 
ack, and Tass’ correspondent in Dakar} 
negotiated a release, but many of those 
attending the conference were bundled 
into nearby wagons. | moved up the road 
to the Place de I'Indépendance, where 
crowds were waiting the arrival of Mitter- 
rand to place a wreath at the foot of the 
Monument des Morts (Senegalese soldiers 
dead in two world wars). I learnt later that 
Niasse himself was arrested, which was 
doubtless what he wanted, although there 
are those in Dakar who say he should 
simply be ignored. I had a strong feeling 














myself of being used in a publicity stunt, 
but looking at the way the “Ayatollah” 
organises himself, and mingles politics and 
religion, it is hard to write him off, 
however much of a joker he may seem. 
Not surprisingly, he is now to be tried for 
sedition. 

What is interesting in West African 
terms, is the attempt to cash in on the 
undoubted influence of the Niass family, 
one of the three major branches of the 
Senegalese Tijanniyya. They are the de- 
scendants of Abdoulaye Niasse, who re- 
sisted the French in the last century, but 
their reputation was built up through West 
Africa, from Banjul to Kano, oy Ibrahima 
Niasse, the celebrated marabout of 
Kaolack, who died a couple of years ago. 
This is a subject to which I will have to 
return, for the waters become very deep, 
especially when it comes to politics. Suffice 
it to say here that there is no automatic 
successor to the old man (who used to be 
received in Nigeria for example, as a major 
religious leader), that the family is very 
large, with many factions, and that Ahmed 
has, it seems been condemned by most of 
his family

Peports reaching us from the capital, Mogadishu, say that Siad Barre's 
regime has started a countrywide campaign of forced recruitment of soldiers in 
all the resions it controls. The regime is also confiscating property from 
the general public. 


Reports from sources close to the leader of the Mogadishu regime, Siad Barre, 
state that it is planned to forcefully recruit 190,000 soldiers. 


The reports add that in order to implement its plans the Siad Barre regime 
has asked all tribal leaders to bring in their people. Orders have been is- 
sued to seize people in public places such as mosques, shopping areas, market 
places, slaughter houses, taxi-ranks, hotels and government offices. Those 
who are being recruited into the army against their will include government 
employees. The orders issued include the shooting on sight of anyone sus- 
pected of being against the recruitment drive. 


The reports add that schoolchildren are also being recruited into the army. 
Local government workers are also being recruited forcefully into the army. 
Well-informed sources say that the forced recruitment drive has been neces- 
sitated by the recent fighting in some regions of the country between Siad 
Barre's forces and the gallant fighters of the Democratic Front for the 
Salvation of Somalia [DFSS] in which the demoralized soldiers of Said were 
wiped out. Those forces wiped out included navy personnel, government clerks, 
military police, traffic police, antiriot forces and members of all sections 
of the army. 


The reports also say that many people have been arrested in the towns of 
Mozadishu and Galcaio after the victories of the DFSS forces over Siad 
Rarre's regime in all their clashes. 


Those imprisoned include the mother of ‘Ali Barre Jama Nur (Iddi Libax), who 
is elderly. It is known that ‘Ali Barre Jama Nur (Iddi Libax), is a member

“When instead 
of philosophising and 
indulging in ideological 
arguments, we started 
organising More  prac- 
tical programmes.” 
‘Both in the ‘76 riots 
and ‘80 school boycotts.

The narrowing” gap

“We hope to resolve 
that by becoming more

“Then, when we are 
faced with a crisis in 
education, or in_ the 
community, we wil} be 
able to support one 
another.” 

A major challenge 
for black students 
today is whether to be 
“part of the oppressive 
system or part of the 
oppressed majority,” 
says Joe. 

“Those who ultimate 
ly reach uhiversity are 
only a selected few out 
of the oppressed maj- 
ority. 

“We become the natu- 
ral target for the sys 
tem's methods of privi- 
lege and ideological 
eontrol. Money is 
poured into the univer- 
sities to make sure we 
come out believing we 
are privileged, dif. 
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ferent from the rest of 
our community, and 
are thus alienated from 
them. 


“TIdeologically, in our 
lecture halls, we are 
made to believe people 
of different races are of 
different intelligence 
znd white supremacy is 
the will of God.

But while doing so, 
Azaso has retained its 
militancy and its status 
2s a black student or- 
ganisation — two very 
positive facets of Black 
Consciousness.

' CAPE TOWN. — The 


Leader of the Opposi- 
tien, Dr Van Zyi Slab 
bert, said yesterday he 
hoped the Government 
would take speedy ac- 
tion to clear up the un- 
satisfactory state of af- 
fairs disclosed by the 
judgment in the Sey- 
chelles case. 


Im a statement he said 
involvement in the Sey- 
chelles coup attempt at 
senior civil service level 
without the Cabinet be- 
ing aware of it, showed 
an alarming lack of com- 
munication and disci- 
pline. 


“It is with some meas- 
ure of relief that one 
hears that the Acting 
Judge President of Na- 
tal has dismissed the al- 
leged involvement of the 
Cabinet and the Prime 
Minister in the Sey- 
chelles affair as hearsay, 
but what is most dis- 
turbing, is his accept- 
ance of the fact that, at 
very senior levels in the 
civil service, there was 
involvement and aware- 
mess of the intended 
coup in the Seychelles. 


“In the SA Defence 
Force this was at the le- 
vel of brigadier and, as 
far as the National Intel- 
ligence Service itself is 
concerned, the Acting 
Judge President states 


that it would be naive to 
think that there was no 
awareness in the Nis of 
the intended coup. 

“How is it possible 
that the National Intelli- 
gence Service could be 
aware of the intended 
coup and not advise the 
Government about it to 
enable it to take preven- 
tive action and project 
South Africa's inter- 
ests? 

“One hopes that there 
will be speedy action on 
the part of the Govern- 
ment to clear up this un- 
satisfactory state of af- 
fairs.”

WE have said from the start that we have | 
no sympathy for Colonel Hoare and his | 
mercenaries, for what they did was for-| 
eign to our way of behaviour and has 
only brought this country the gravest 
possible embarrassment. 

An attempt to overthrow another coun- 
try’s regime, even one like President 
Rene’s which came to power itself by way 
of a coup, is an outrageous act of involve- 
ment in the affairs of another country as 
well as one of absolute {ovlly. 

The men in Pietermaritzburg were not, of 
course, charged with staging the at- 
tempted coup; their offences related to 
the hijacking of an Air India Boeing. 

If at first the Government seemed to be 
dragging its heels over their prosecution, 
in the end justice took its normal course 
and there can be no complaints from 
abroad that the mercenaries were not 
— to the fullest extent of th 
aw. 

In the case of Colonel Hoare and some of 
his men who kave been mercenaries in 
other places like the Congo, the wheel of 
fortune has spun against them. 

That was the risk they took when they en- 
gaged in this hapless adventure and they 
cannot complain about their conviction. 

In the case of the young men who have 
previousiy served their country well as 
legitimate soldiers, we can only regret 
that they were drawn into this seedy af- 
fair and are likely to pay a penalty that’ 
will mar their good names as well as their 
future. 

Those who brought them into the at- 
tempted coup, as well as those who did. 
not prevent the attempted coup from 
taking place, have the responsibility of 
knowing that they have grievously 
harmed these young men. 

It would be nice to think that the end of 
this marathon case will put paid to the 
speculation, both here and abroad, raised 
by some aspects of the case, but not all) 
the questions have been satisfactorily 
answered. 

Fortunately, the judge stated that “it is 
Clear that Colonel Mike Hoare doesn’t 
claim to have had any direct contact with 
Mr PW Botha or his Cabinet, and any al- 
legations about their involvement is 
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purely hearsay.” 

The Government has thus been cleared of 
any complicity. 

The judge also said that the claim that the 
men believed the operation was a covert 
South African Defence Force operation 
concealed by a mercenary front was 
groundless and dishonest. 

This also clears the Defence Force of 
official complicity. — 

However, the: judge found that certain 
members of the SADF had lent aid and 
support to the Seychelles mission, but 
there was no evidence to suggest that 
any member of the Army had anything to 
do with the planning, recruitment, trans- 
port or payment. 

On the involvement of the National Intelli- 
gence Service, the judge said: “It must be 
accepted that Dolincheck (captured in 
the Seychelles) was in the employ of the 
NIS. ; : 

“It would be naive to suggest they were 
not aware through Dolinchek of Colonel 
Hoare’s projected mercenary operation 
in general terms — even if they didn’t 
take positive steps to support it.” 

Just the involvement of certain members 
of the Defence Force and a member of 
the NIS is grounds enough for public 
concern. 

Furthermore, if the SADF and the NIS did| 
not know what was going on, it would be: 
@ grave reflection on both Military Intel- 
ligence and the NIS. 

And if they did know, their failure to stop 
the mercenaries going on their incredibly 
foolish mission suggests something is se- 
riously wrong with the judgment of 
those responsible. 

All in all, there are grounds for pursuing 
the matter further. 

Now that the sub judice rule no longer ap- 
plies, the Official Opposition will be able 
to raise the issue in Parliament. 

But a full and independent inquiry is es 
sential so that the whole cat’s nest (to 
use an Erasmus phrase) can be opened 
up and the people who helped or allowed 
the mercenaries to use South Africa as a 
staging ground for their attempted coup 
in the Seychelles punished. 

Until this happens, the whole sorry busi- 
ness will not be fully exposed and South 
Africa’s good name restored.

EDUCATION MINISTER PREPARES FOR DAUNTING TASK

As Danie Steyn ste 
into the long-cold 
shoes of his prede- 
cessor, Ferdie Hart- 
zenberg, there are 
many who believe 
the new Minister of 
Education and 
Training has one of 
the toughest jobs iz 
the country. 


The demands for 
black education are im- 
mense. 


A shortage of trained 
manpower is already 
stifling the country’s 
economic growth. 


The financial health 
of the country leaves a 
lot to be desired. 

And Mr Steyn could 
be forgiven for feeling 
as though his portfolio 
was set in a goldfish 
bowl as_ international 
and national interest in 
black education conti- 
nues to mount. 

Although Mr Steyn 
(MP for Wonderboom) 
has denied that Dr 
Hartzenberg’s _ breaka- 
way to the Conservat- 
ive Party earlier this 
year reflected negative- 
ly on the department, 
the fact that DET has 
not had a minister of 
its own for almost five 
months must have 
taken its toll. 


Dr Hartzenberg’s con- 
servative political re 
cord must also have 
had influence in the 
Sensitive ‘ield of black 
education. 

Since Dr  Hartzen- 
berg’s departure, DET 
has fallen under the 
already-extended wing 
of Dr Dawie de Villiers, 
Minister of Industrial 
Affairs, Trade and 
Commerce. 

From August 1, Mr 
Steyn (59) will be in 
control — but,. by his 
own admission. he has 
a lot to learn and is a 
little daunted at the 
immensity of his task. 

As in the case of 
several cabinet munis- 
ters placed in charge 
of educating various 


races in the past, Mr’ 


Steyn has no. direct 
experience. Dr Hartzen- 
berg, for example, was 
an agricultura! gradu- 
ate with experience in 
Bantu admunistration. 

As Deputy Minister 
of Finance and as an 
electrical engineer with 
Armscor before that, 
education science . is 
not Mr Steyn’s field. 
But his enthusiasm for 
his new portfolio is ob- 
vious. 

Bedside reading for 
the new Minister of 
DET in the coming 
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weeks will be the De 
Lange _investigation’s 
report on education. 
He hasn't read it yet 
and was not in a posi- 
tion to comment on the 
likelihood of :ts recom- 
mendations being im- 
plemented. 

One advantage he 
has, however, is that he 
has seen the educa- 
tional field from the 
otter end of the tele- 
scope: He has seen the 
country’s needs in 
great detail since jei- 
ning the Department of 
Finance at the end of 
1280. 


Already he has a list 
of priorities which he 
sees as vital in black 
education. 


His most dramatic 
statement in a recent 
interview with The 
Star concerned the ad- 
mission of blacks to 
the planning levels of 
education. 

Kt has long been a 
sore point with black 
educationists that they 
have not been admitted 
to the higher echelons 
of administration, parti- 
cularly education plan- 
bing. 

“It is of the utmost 
importance that hlack 








educationists be part of 
the planning structure 
in black education,” 
Said Mr Steyn. ‘‘I 
would like to plan with 
the people, not for 
them. If you don’t plan 
with people they cannot 
become conversant 
with the needs of plan- 
ning in the educational 
Structure The sooner 
they become involved 
the sooner they ean 
become autonomous.” 


His statement on 
education planning 
might be interpreted as 
heartening, but he had 
dad news for those who 
have called for a Single 


education department 
for all races. 

“I see Mo merit in 
forming one education 
department, he said.

Mr Hall, writing in Ameri- 
can Metal Market, suggests 
that consumption of ferroch-

protective measures.

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“Energy costs are another 
drawback, with power costs 
of US ferrochrome producers 
in the US as much as double 
the costs in competing coun-

Yet the average cost of chro- 
mute to a South African fer- 
rochrome producer would be 
only $30 a ton.”

WAVE OF UNREST AMONG BLACK MINEWORKERS EXAMINED

labour unrest has swept 
the mines on a scale not 
seen since the mid-70s.

The Press is denied access to 
unrest-hit mines. And mine 
managements also often 
don’t know, because there are 
no bargaining channels be- 
tween black mine workers 
and employers. 

Only recently did some 
mines began introducing liai- 
son committees for black 
workers, and the fact that 
union organisers are not al- 
lowed access to migrant min- 
ers without mine permission 
makes unionisation very 
dirticult. 

Gencor industria! relations 
chief Mr Naas Steenkamp 
says that anyone who at- 
tempts to pinpoint an exact 
cause for the unrest would be 
“arrogant”. 


Both he and Gold Fields’ 
executive director Mr Colin 
Fenton say it usually takes 
several weeks before man- 
agements can even begin to 
theorise about the possible 
causes. “The last time we had 
unrest we never found out at 
all,” says Mr Fenton. 


There are those, of course, 
who attribute any wave of 
mine unrest to planned “agi- 
tation” by some unnamed 
“political” group. 

While any striking work- 
force consists of the leaders 
and the led, this theory fails 
to explain why the “agita- 
tors” have been at work at 
Goid Fields and Gencor 
mines but not at others in the 
same area. 

And. Mr Fenton says at 
least one Gold Fields flare-up 
was ‘straight tribal”. 


Bet two factors stand out 


in the present unrest. The 
first is that it is largely re- 
stricted to only two mining 
houses and the second that 
they follow almost immedi- 
ately on the implementation 
of this year’s black wage 
increase. 

White mine union men on 
some of the affected mines 
suggest that differentials be- 
tween increases given to dif- 
ferent groups of miners on 
the Goldfieids and Gencor 
mines sparked the unrest. 

Certainly, in the past, 
black workers have com-

pared their wages to those of 
colleagues and have reacted 
angrily when they discover a 
difference. 

But Mr Steenkamp replies 
that, at two of the affected 
Gencor mines — Buffelsfon- 
tein and Stilfontein — there 
were no differentials “be- 
tween different groups of 
miners in the same job 
category”. 

And a Goldfields spokes- 
man suggested differentials 
would be unlikely to cause 
unrest on the scale witnessed 
in the past week. 

But what does seem te» 
much of a coincidence to 
some mining men is that the 
rioting follows the announce- 
ment by the mines of an in- 
crease in starting rates of 12 
percent for underground and 
11 percent for surface 
workers. 

This figure has raised eye- 
brows. Not only because it is 
considerably lower than in 
previous years, but because 
for the first time in a decade, 
some black workers will be 
getting less in percentage 
terms than white miners, 
who won a 12 percent in- 
crease this, week. 

For the past 10 years, the 
mines have given blacks 
more in percentage terms 
than whites in an attempt to 
narrow the industry's wage 
gap. 

Chamber industrial rela- 
tions adviser Mr Johan Lie- 
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benberg denies that this poli- 
cy has now been reversec. He 
says the announced figure 
ipplies only to about 12 per- 
cent of mine jobs and that 
most black mine workers 
will get “slightly more” than 
whites in percentage terms. 

Nevertheless, the an- 
nounced increase tends to set 
the wage pattern on many 
mines and the gap is likely to 
be narrower than it has ever 
been. 


But perhaps the starkest 
point is that this year’s an- 
nounced increase actually 
works out to less in money 
terms than last year’s. Work- 
ers — particularly those low- 
er down the pay scale — will 
be abie to notice immediate- 
ly that they are getting less. 

But why only Gold Fields 
and Gencor? Well, not all 
mining houses are paying the 
Chamber’s annouriced rates 
— even as a starting wage. 

Anglo American took the 
unprecedented step of re- 
vealing it was paying more 
from the bottom up. Its aver- 
age rise is around 16 percent, 
which will ensure workers 
get no less in money terms 
than last year, as, apparent- 
ly, will Rand Mines. 

Gold Fields and Gencor 
wouldn't say what they were 
paying, but mining house 
sources indicated that Anglo, 
Rand Mines and JCI were 
paying well above the Cham- 
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ber figure and that the other 
three weren't — particularly 
in the lowest grades. Anglc 
Vaal said specifically it was 
paying the Chamber rate. 

Gold Fields particularly 
has a reputation for paying 
whites and blacks less than 
other mine houses. 

Mr Steenkamp says that, to 
compare what the houses are 

ying, one would have to 

at the way the rise was 
distributed across each job 
grade — which could reveal 
that “lower payers” are pay- 
ing more in some categories 
than “higher payers”. . 

Mr Fenton adds that Gold 
Fields’ image stems from a 
“different philosophy” to 
some other houses. It does 
pay less at the bottom, but its 
rates at the upper end com- 
a favourably with other 

, he says. 

But other mining sources 
suggest that the real issue in 
determing the cause of un- 
rest is pay at the bottom and 
that the likeliest assumption 
is that the low increase 
sparked the trouble. 

Was the unrest sparked 
when workers at the two 
groups compared their pay 
with higher rates at other 
houses? “} doubt it.” says Mr 
Fenton. “The unrest began 
before our workers would 
have known what others 
were getting”. 

He also questions the the- 
ory that miners compared 


their increase to last year's. 
“How many people would re- 
member what happened a 
year ago”” he says. 

But any hard-and-fast ex- 
planations for why unrest oc- 
curs at some times and mines 
and not others is impossible 
un..l black workers have bar- 
gaining and communication 
channels so that grievances 
can be easily identified. 

No b’ack mine union with 
sizeable support has 
emerged for over three dec- 
ades and black wages are set 
unilaterally by the mines. 

And, while some industrial 
employers do involve worker 
cornmittees in wage talks un- 
til a union comes along, some 
mines do not even have com- 
mittees yet. Some mines who 
do suggest that to consult 
committees on pay would in- 
vite unrest by introducing 
sharp wage differentials be- 
tween mines.

DANO STRIKE ENDED--The Durban-based Dano Textile Industry has decided to 
solve the dispute between workers and management by agreeing to reduce the 
number of workers it had planned to retrench., This has been confirmed by 
the Midland (Natal) branch secretary of the National Union of Textile 
Workers, Mr Jabu Gwala, who said the union "welcomed the move." About 

1000 workers went on strike at Dano last week over the dismissal of a 
colleague and the union intervened on behalf of the workers, After talks 
with the union the management agreed to re-employ the man, according to 
union sources, During the talks the union also protested to the management 
about the proposed plans to retrench several hundred workers. In the agree- 
ment between management and the union, it was promised that only between 70 
to 80 workers would be retrenched, Mr Gwala said that the firm also promised 
that those who would be retrenched would be given preference when new 
vacancies were available. The Dano management declined to comment on the 
issue.

Text] Q: With the success of the small farmers; maize collection scheme, 
do you have any plans on the marketing and collection of vegetables? 


A: Indeed, For cver three years now, my Ministry has been endeavouring to 

find money in order to launch and to operate a Fruit and Vegetable Marketing 
Scheme, An important element of such a scheme would be credit availability 

whose terms would be less taxing to the small scale farmer. 


The scheme or project includes, in addition, construction of a central 
warehouse with chilling facilities and collection and distribution depots. 


The latest developments promise that in the next ten months or so the local 
fruit and vegetable producer might, at long last, have established for him/her, 
a reliable permanent marketing infrastructure. If this succeeds, then our 
message "Go Back to the Land and Remain on the Land" will doubtless gain more 
weight. 


Q: Many farmers in many parts of the country are believed to have suffered 
serious setbacks recently in some cases as a result of poor rainfall. Could 
you tell us, are there any plans for more irrigation schemes? 


A: It is the case that following a series of meetings and negotiations with 
friendly governments and organisations we are now in a position to disclose 
that the period 1982/83--1983-84 should see: 


(a) the strengthening or expansion of some of the existing irrigation 
schemes 3 


(b) the launching of new irrigation schemes; and consequently, some reduction 
of dependence on rainfall. 


By the end of 1983/84 no less than twenty new small scale irrigation schemes 
should have come into being and fully operational. 
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The Ministry's pace would, of course, be accelerated by farmers themselves 


through: 


(a) positively and strictly adhering to approved resettlement plans; 


(>) making their position unambiguous in regard to membership of the co- 


operative movement.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRESS SCORED ON BORDER ISSUE

[Text] Swaziland is angry about the treatment given to the border adjustment 
talks in the South African press. 


The authorities are particularly upset that Swaziland, as a sovereign state is 
being drawn into arguments with the Zulu tribe, which is only a section of 
people in South Africa. 


The authorities believe that the papers have taken a biased stand and have pur- 
posely ignored all the facts surrounding the border issue with the republic. 


The official view is that the English language press is particularly exploit- 
ing the situation for their own political purposes. 


An official source said it is well known that South Africa has its own politi- 
cal problems. The border issue, he said should not be used as a platform for 
fighting other political wars with the South African Government. 


The border adjustment committees is not prepared to talk with Zulu leaders 
because the talks are bilateral between two sovereign states. 


"Tf one of the two parties has internal problems or opposition to the border 
talks being held at all, then it is up to that government to deal with the 
problem and the other nation can only watch with interest. That is all," the 
official said. 


The official would not comment on speculation that a compromise over Ingwavuma 
between the South African authorities and Zulu leaders after a weekend meeting 
between Prime Minister P. W. Botha and Zulu King Zwelithini. 


"We can only say that [we] have heard that a neighbour met and discussed with 
his children. That is the neighbour's business," he said. 


He said it was annoying that the press should treat the Zulu leaders as equals 
of the Swaziland Government. 
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The reports suggested that the compromise might be to give Swaziland a thin 

slice of land through Ingwavuma to Kosi Bay instead of ceding the whole re- 

gion. [It was stated that most of Ingwavuma would then be left with Kwazulu. 
"That is only speculation, there is no shred of evidence that it will happen 
because there is no historical fact supporting the claim," he added. 


Reports that ANC refugees may be suppressed in Swaziland after the ceding 
of the land from South Africa were described as nonsense. 


Meanwhile, a leading businessman, Mr B. I. A. Shongwe has issued a statement 
questioning the ANC's attitude over the border issue. 


He was reacting to a BBC focus on Africa interview with ANC leader, Mr Oliver 
Tambo, who was quoted as saying he has discussed the land issue with prime 
minister, Prince Mabandla "with a view to persuading Swaziland to keep the 
land talks in abeyance until the liberation movements "have taken over power 
in the republic."

FOREIGN MINISTER INTERVIEWED ON OAU SUMMIT 
AB241120 Uagadougou Domestic Service in French 0700 GMT 24 Jul 82 


["Excerpts" of 23 July press conference given by Upper Volta Foreign Minister 
Lt Col Felix Tientarabou in Uagadougou; questions by unidentified journalists-—- 
recorded } 


[Excerpt] [Question] The entente council member states, including Upper 
Volta, have urged their African brothers to attend the Tripoli summit. Upper 
Volta is among the 19 states which withdrew from the Addis Ababa meeting of the 
OAU Council of Ministers. The majority, or at least a fairly considerable 
number of the 19 have called for a boycott. What has led Upper Volta now to 
call for the participation of all African heads of state? 


[Answer] Like 18 other African states, Upper Volta condemns the admission of 
the SDAR into the OAU as was conducted last February in Addis Ababa. There is 
no question of changing our position of this. However, as it was recommended 
at the Nairobi summit, the four heads of state you mentioned hold the view 
that African problems must be solved through active dialogue as has been done 
so far. As you know, two of the four states, Niger and Upper Volta, are op- 
posed to the admission while the two others, Benin and Togo, have recognized 
the Polisario in spite of the latter's reservation about the way the admission 
was conducted. 


Generally, heads of state have only one opportunity every year to hold consul- 
tations, which is at the OAU summits. There are not two (?forums) for African 
leaders to solve the problems of the continent. But Upper Volta made it clear 
last April in Nairobi, and repeated to the OAU secretary general on the oc- 
casion of one of his visits here, that it wants open debates on the issue as 
was requested by the Lome communique. This implies participation by all 19 
states that boycotted the February meeting which registered the admission of 
the SDAR as the 5lst member state of the OAU. We therefore urge them to join 
the forum of the 50 member states which we recognize in order to more clearly 
examine the (?major) problem, which is the break-up of the OAU. 


Last February, no one went to the ministerial council with the thought that 
the problem of a break-up would be posed, simply because the Western Sahara 
issue had been thoroughly examined at the Nairobi summit, which adopted a 
resolution establishing an implementation commission for a self-determination 
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referendum for the Western Sahara, and because that commission was continuing 
its mission. For us the issue is still within the competence of the commis- 
sion. Only during a summit can the OAU heads of state encroach on the compe- 
tence of the commission and make a different decision. That is our position. 
We, however, hold the view that now this has been made clear and has been re- 
iterated. The country hosting the upcoming OAU summit will take notice and 
see to it that all member states attend the summit. 


For us, henceforth, the host country must do everything possible so that every 
country, including those opposing the SDAR admission, meet and discuss that 
problem should it ever come up again. I repeat, for us it is the OAU ad hoc 
committee that is empowered to make proposals on the problem. Upper Volta 

is not going to Tripcli to discuss the admission of the SDAR in particular, 
but it is going to that African country to discuss African problems, being 
concerned only with settling all problems through dialogue. We are of the 
opinion that being a member of a body, we should leave aside everything likely 
to destroy that body and examine the problem of the different parts of that 
body. The problem is to know who wants to destroy that body? That is our 
position. [Ina nutshell, we are going to the meeting and we will find out 
whether the SDAR is admitted as a member, in which case you can imagine our 
move: the Upper Voltan delegation would return home. 


I think that we would thus be free to do so in all sovereignty. We adopted 
this position last February without any pressure, in full awareness and with 
full knowledge of the facts. We will continue to stand by our position. On 
the other hand, we hold the view that every effort must be made by all to en- 
sure that the 19-year-old organization does not experience the sad fate looming 
in front of it. We will therefore spare no efforts. 


[Question] Mr Minister, can one assume that our country is going to the OAU 
summit in Tripoli with a proposal on the problem with a view to saving the Pan- 
African organization from a possible break-up? If so, what is the proposal? 


[Answer] You are aware of our proposal. It was made at the last Nairobi sun- 
mit. That is, now that there are two blocs, they must not refuse to meet each 
other, which would not be a solution to the problem. As Togo very well put it, 
the admission must be suspended--if the other bloc prefers that word--for some 
time, so that the problem can be examined. As I stated earlier, last February 
there was no question of a possible break-up. Perhaps those who acted in 
favor of the recognition did not know the implication of their move and per- 
haps the consequence is greater than they expected. Now a new problem has 
cropped up. What is at stake now is no longer the problem of the existence 

or the admission of the SDAR, but that of the possible break-up of the OAU. 
This is a new problem calling for a new attitude on the part of the member 
states: pandering to the break-up or standing for the interest of the organi- 
zation. For us, we must save the organization, because without the OAU, 
African countries are nothing unless united. We say in strong words: Down 
with the hegemony which is now perceivable. If everyone, including non- 
Africans, call for the safeguarding of the OAU, it is because the organization 
is a force, an important entity at the international level. As Africans, we 
must be the first to desire the continued existence of the organization. 
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[Question] Mr Minister, suppose you go to Tripoli and find the SDAR outside 
the conference hall and the agenda includes the issue of its admission. What 


will be the position of Upper Volta? 


[Answer] For Upper Volta that is not a new issue, because the last three OAU 
summits had it on their agenda. So it will be examined if it should be ex-

REGIN VISTT TO ZAIRE POSTPONED DUE TO THREAT TO MOBUTU'S LIFE

{Text} The prime minister's official visit to Kinshasa was postponed due to 
political reasons and because President Mobutu Sese Seko feared an attempt 
would be made on his life rather than due to the Zairian president's health 
condition as he wrote in his message to Prime Minister Menachem Begin. These 
details have been learned by MA’ARIV from a senior African source in Switzer- 
Jand, where Mobutu is currently staying. 


The source told us: "The reference is to a ‘diplomatic illness’ and the 
Israelis are very well aware of it. The illness the Zairian president is 
suffering from is fear that the enemies of his regime, with Arab-Libyan as- 
sistance, might try and murder him." 


African circles and associates of the president claimed that the timing of the 
visit was very bad: "There could not be a worse provocation than greeting 
Menachem Begin with cannon salutes and with an official ceremony in Kinshasa 
exactly on the same day the leaders of the African Continent convene in the 
Libyan capital of Tripoli for the annual meeting of the OAU. 


Meanwhile, the president of Zaire is staying in his palace off Lake Leman, 
near Geneva. He is conducting constant political activities and, at the same 
time, he is undergoing medical check-ups just as he does every year. 


In the past, too, the president feared attempts--either real or imaginary--on 
his life. However, according to these sources, his concern has now reached 
unprecedented dimensions. 


[t has been reported that General Mobutu has stepped up his personal security 

measures not only in Zaire but in Switzerland as well. African circles claim 

that the Israelis help him in these activities. The weekly JEUNE AFRIQUE even 
ciaims that the president now has Israeli bodyguards. 


Mobutu does not make do with the Swiss security services during his stay in 
Geneva. Eyewitnesses have reported that he has given up his armored limousine 
and that he is driving around in a minibus, surrounded by hidden Zairian body- 
guards who camouflage Mobutu's identity. 
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It should be noted that President Mobutu had announced in advance that he 
would not attend the OAU Convention in light of the fact that Libya was the 
only African state that severed diplomatic relations with Zaire when the 
latter resumed its ties with Israel. Leaders of other moderate African 
countries also decided to boycott the convention or to send a low-level dele- 
gation. The reason for this mass absence is the crisis the OAU has been 
undergoing regarding the issue of recognizing the polisario underground 
which has been fighting for the independence of Western Sahara, which used 
to be a Spanish colony and is now part of Morocco. Hence, the very holding 
of the OAU Convention has now been put in question. The foreign ministers 
who arrived in Tripoli last week have since then been trying to reach a com- 
promise formula. 


Nevertheless, General Mobutu reached the conclusion that it would be a dan- 
gerous and unnecessary provocation if Mr Begin paid his official visit pre- 
cisely at this time. It is unclear why the Zaire president did not foresee 
this situation beforehand, when the date for the prime minister's official 
visit to Kenya had been set. He had known the date of the OAU Conventian and 
there was no need to wait until the last minute. "If Begin found the time to 
get out of handling the Lebanese war to overcome his fatigue as a result of 
his illness, Mobutu should have fulfilled his promise," the sources said. 


At this stage, Mobutu's associates are willing to set a new official date. 
They say the end of August would be a possibility. However, from the point 
of view of African public opinion it will be difficult to repair the damage 
caused by the Zaire president's surprising move.

[Text] Shalom Zaire! This is a greeting from Israel. There is no douht that 
this is the greeting formula Menahem Begin will use on his arrival in Zaire in 
a few days time on a very much expected official visit. In fact, this visit 
will bring to a climax the reestablishment of diplomatic relations between 
Kinshasa and Tel Aviv. It took not more than 2 months to erase the past 9- 
year period. In fact, the Zairian-Israeli rediscovery of each other took place 
in a rush: announcement of the decision to reestablish diplomatic relations 
followed a few weeks later by the presentation of the credentials of the 
Israeli ambassador to Zaire; 1 month later, Zaire reciprocated with the accre- 
ditation of the Zairian ambassador to the Hebrew state. 


The tirst comment made following the announcement of the Israeli prime minis- 
ter's forthcoming visit to Zaire has come from the daily newspaper ELIMA. The 
paper has even been able to obtain an interview from Zaire's future guest 
thanks to the initiative of (Kinpassa Esoloma). The Israeli prime minister's 
answers to the questions of Elima's managing editor will be published tomorrow, 
Thursday. But already today, the paper gave us a foretaste of tomorrow's 
interview. As far as Elima is concerned, Begin's visit to Zaire constitutes 
an event of very great importance in the history of international relations. 
Today, the paper did not say more than that. It however gave the list of the 
main subjects which will be developed tomorrow. 


For example, in answer to the question as to how Israel considers the Palestinian 
problem, Begin affirmed: "We will force all the PLO terrorists to leave 


Lebanon." This is a clear and unambiguous answer! 


Menahem Begin will also talk about the reestablishment of relations between 
Zaire and Israel as well as about the problems now facing Western Europe.

AMMO SEIZED AT KISANGANI AIRPORT 


Kinshasa ELIMA in French 27 Apr 82 p 3 





[Text] Units of the Judicial Brigade operating at the Bangboka Airport in 
Kisangani have just seized a sizeable quantity of cartridges for 12-caliber 
hunting rifles. Wrapped [words illegible] in a trunk, this batch of 
explosives had come from Kinshasa and was bound for Isiro, chief town of 
Haut-Huele Sub-Region. 


This trunk was actually in the warehouse of Air Freight Zaire when it fell 
under suspicion and was opened despite the fact that on its departure 

from the capital it had been declared as containing flashlight batteries . 
The documents of seizure were immediately drawn up and signed by officials 
of the Judicial Brigade. The perpetrator of this fraudulent act who was 
already in Isiro was informed at once. 


A few days later, when called upon to justify himself before the Court 

of Kisangani, the accused, reportedly a skillful poacher, acknowledged the 
facts implicitly. In view of the fact that in his naivete he accused the 
officers of this brigade of extracting around 50 boxes of cartridges from 
the confiscated batch--which, moreover, remains to be proved--he is still 
exerting himself in Kisangani to find witnesses who will corroborate his 
testimony. 


The odd thing is that the accused persists in having himself pass for a 
saintly man for he has ignored the great risk that he took in sending by 
civil aircraft ammunition whose explosive charge can easily be estimated by 
experts: 2,300 cartridges. Just imagine the number of human lives he ex- 
posed to danger. In any case, the offense has been established.

CITY CLEANUP FUNDS AUTHORIZED FOR KINSHASA 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 22 Apr 82 p 8 


[Text] The Department of Finance and Budget has just made available to 
City Hall, through the intervention of the Department of Public Works and 
Territorial Development, the sum of 15.50 million zaires for cleanup of 
the capital's 24 urban zones. 


Citizen Sakombi Ekope, regional chairman of the MPR [Popular Movement of the 
Revolution] and governor of the city, made the announcement to the press 
Wednesday at the close of a meeting over which he presided in his office of 
division chiefs and officials of those companies charged with the cleanup 

of the capital. These companies, stated the governor, will work henceforth 
under the supervision of the Technical Service of the City of Kinshasa 
(STVK). 


The STVK, he pointed out, is called upon to coordinate all activities 
involving gutter and sewer cleanout, refuse collection, road repair, 
clearing of debris which obstruct main roads and weeding. 


In this connection, the chief of urban administration announced that starting 
in the last 2 weeks of May, and to inaugurate the cycle of work, all the 
services of those companies associated with the city cleanup will be 
concentrated in the zone of Barumbu where they will carry out the 

unclogging of gutters and sewers and the planning of streets and traffic 
circles. The same action will be carried out soon in the old zones: 

Lingwala, Kinshasa and Kintambo. 


Furthermore, all cleanup companies engaged in the anti-erosion combat, 

notably Scipa-Shaza (a construction and irrigation company and an anti-erosion 
service Haiti-Zaire) must frcm now on address their pro forma invoices to 

City Hall before any payment, rather than to the Department of Public Works 
and Territorial Development as was previously done. 


Jean Placide David, official of Scipa-Shaza, indicated this to the AZAP 
[ZAIRAN PRESS AGENCY] at the close of the audience granted by the governor of 
the city to heads of the companies concerned with the urban zones cleanup. 
This measure, he affirmed, is based on the law concerning regional 
decentralization.

The remedy lay in fac- 
ing the difficulties, recog- 


nising them and feeling 
challenged to overcome 
them. Z 

Neither the public nor 
the private sector alone 
could achieve success. Of 
over-riding importance 
therefore was the highest 
level of co-operation be- 
tween the two. 

Zimbabwe was an in- 
tegral part of the inter- 
national community and 
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that meant the  inter- 
national] recession had im- 
mediate bearing. 

The economic strength 
of this country did not 
rest in the possession of 
vast wealth in money 
terms — certainly not 
enough to. satisfy the 


redistribution ambitions of 


extreme ideologists. 


What it did possess 
were the mechanisms for 
producing wealth — the 
basic infrastructure and 
skills, he said. 

Mr Paterson believed 


‘that the private sector, 


which was recognised as 
having an important part 
to play, was acting less as 
a private sector as the 
days went by. 

The manufacturing sec- 
tor had three functions in 
buying, adding value and 
selling. 

As far as buying was 
concerned, constraints had 
existed for over a decade 
and it was important that 


they were lessened if 
crowth was to be 
achieved. 

“In the process of ad- 
ding value the greatest 
cost is normally wages 
and salaries and here 
regulations cover minima 
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and maxima — a step ar- 
guably necessary to begin 
with but which hag not 
proved of assistance in 
enhancin productivity,” 
sa.t Mr Paterson. 


The setting of selling 
price by ministeriaji edict 
completed the circle of 
constraints hampering the 
contribution being made 
by industry to the well- 
being of the nation. 

He called for fuller 
dialogue between the pub- 
lic and private sectors to 
help to loosen the hobbles 
to the general benefit of 
the economy. 

Mr Paterson also dis- 
agreed with the national 
assumption that skills 
must be recruited from 
outside the country to 
replace the skills drain. 

He recommended that 
Money spent on crash 
training of local aspirants 
would be more beneficial. 

The theme of the con- 
gress was partnefship be- 
tween the public and 
private sectors, and Mr 
Paterson said the task of 
going forward together 
would not be accomplished 
merely by uttering good 
intentions. it needed the 
development of mutual 
trust and confidence...

CZI SEES GOOD GROWTH POTENTIAL FOR MANUFACTURING

turing sector has felt 
the bite of foreign 
exchange _ shortages 
this year but there is 
the potential for 
growth. 


A detailed report 
ae by the Con- 
ederation of Zimbabwe 
Industries economic af- 
fairs committee indicates 
that if constraints on the 
sector were lifted then, 
without expanding capa- 
city, the value of exports 
would rise from the 1981 
level of nearly $140 mil- 
— to a possible $335 mil- 
on. 


To achieve this target 
replacement machinery 
would be needed but 79 
percent of the cost of the 
equipment would involve 
components bought with 
foreign exchange. 


“This highlights § the 
critical dependence of the 
sector on imported 
machinery and the poten- 
tial for further de- 
velopment of Zimbabwe's 
capital goods industry," 
says the report. 


MORE CUTS 
On the supply side, the 
manufacturing industry 
has been seriously af- 
fected by further cuts in 
foreign exchange alloca- 
tions. 
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Allocations for the 
domestic market through 
Industria! Import Control 
were nearly 13 percent 
lower in the first six 
months of 1982 compared 
to the same period last 
year. In the second quota 
period they were 16,7 per- 
cent lower than in the 
middle of 1981: 


This situation has been 
aggravated further by the 
rising cost of imported 
raw materials and the 
strengthening of key 
foreign currencies of 
major suppliers. 

This has led to a run- 
ning down of stocks and 
the growing likelihood — 
in some instances the 
reality — of shortages of 
consumer goods. ° 

On he export market 
there have been a number 
of problems this year, \D- 
cluding exchange alloca- 
tion cuts and the severe 
effect of the upward 
movement of ths Zim- 
babwe dollar against the 
rand. 

Some manufacturers 
have been able to switch 
away from South Africa 
to other markets, but the 
‘majority have not been 
able to co so. 


RECESSION 


The problem in chang- 
ing markets is the lack of 
forei exchange iW 
SA countries, trans- 
port difficulties, the world 
recession and increasing 
costs at home. 
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There are growing signs 
that the high level of con- 
sumer demand seen in the 
first two years after in- 
dependence is not being 
sustained. 

\V‘hile demand is still 
strong in the food, drink 
and tobacco sectors, an in- 
creasing number of firms 
in the textile, clothing, 
furniture and paper in- 
dustry are concerned at 
the drop in demand. 

Published information 
of th: performance of the 
manufacturing industry 
for the first two months 
of 1982 shows a downward 
trend and the volume 

4 of the sector can- 
pot be expected to exceed 
5 percent in 1982. 

In general the increases 
in minimum wages ag- 
nounced in January 1982 
have been absorbed by the 
indus without long- 
term adverse effects. 

Many firms were al- 
ready paying above the 
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minimum of $105 but the 
increased wage costs are 


leading to higher ex-fac- 
tory costs, and in partic- 
ular, exports are being hit 
by rising domestic costs. 

The lifting of the price 
freeze in April was 
greeted with relief by in- 
dustrialists. 


It was evident that an 
increasing oumber of pro- 
ducts were being sold 


‘from the factory at a loss. 


One effect of the freeze 
will be to reduce overall 
rofit margins resulting 
mn a decrease in taxes 
paid. ’ 
“While the new regula- 
tions should assist the 
Government's objective of 
creating a price control 
system appropriate to the 
new order, it is apparent 
that certain refinements 
need to be considered to 
ensure reinvestment and 
expansion by firms.” 


In 1980 and 1981 there 
was a considerable in- 
crease in foreign  ex- 
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change for replacement 
machinery and the textile 
industry benefited in 
particular. 


MACHINERY 


In these two years al- 
locations were 24 times 
higher than in the whole 
of the previous five years. 
There is, however, stil] a 
great need for more 
machinerv to increase effi- 
ciency and to maintain 
international competitive- 
ness.

ESCALATING COSTS CRIPPLE ZIMALLOY--Harare--Escalating costs have now put 
Zimbabwe Alloys in the position where it would be as cheap to import chrome 
ore from overseas as to mine it from deposits in the Great Dyke, says chair- 
man Mr Gerry Carey-Smith, This not only reflects the effect of increases in 
costs in recent years, but also the effect of present exchange rates which 
made imports cheap in comparative terms, he reports in his statement for the 
year ended March 31, 1982, Rising interest rates and labour problems during 
the last months have seriously affected the company's performance. The first 
six months produced pre-tax profits of ZD2 237 000, However, "A dramatic 
deterioration in the second half" resulted in losses of ZD3 180 000, leading 
to a deficit for the year as a whole of ZD943 000. The rise in interest 
rates in September 1981 effectively doubled the cost of money in just seven 
months, The effect on Zimalloys was that interest charges rose from 

ZD2 537-million in March 1981 to ZD4 797-million in the year under review. 
For the period to March 1983 this is expected to rise to over ZD8-million.--

has become the fourth major business in the country to warn the Government 
that it may be forced to close unless substantial financial assistance is 
made available, chairman and chief executive David Young said in an interview 
with the Sunday Mail newspaper. Zisco which is 49,7 percent owned by the 
Government, is one of the country's largest employers with a labour force of 
nearly 5700, The paper quoted Young as saying that without major financial 
assistance, estimated by company sources at $35-million, the country's sole 
steel producer could close. The other Zisco shareholders are Anglo American 
Corp and Messina Transvaal Development of South Africa, Roan Selection Trust, 
Tanganyika Concessions and the State-owned British Steel Corp. About 30 
percent of Zisco's production is used locally and the balance exported.

STATE'S JOINT VENTURE SHARE--Bulawayo--The Government must be the senior 
partner in any joint venture with the private sector, Cde Mswaka, the 
permanent secretary in the Ministry of Finance, Economic Planning and 
Development said yesterday. Speaking in a debate on the first day of the 
1982 Confederation of Zimbabwe Industries congress, Cde Mswaka said that 
despite the dominant role of the private sector in the economy, it was the 
Government's responsibility to set priorities and make policies. The two 
could therefore never be equal partners. If they were to sit down together 
and decide what socialism was they would not agree. But when it came to 
implementing policies everyone who had a role to play was consulted as long 








as there was mutual trust and respect, Chaired by Dr Gladius Lewis, a 
lecturer at the University of Zimbabwe and a ZBC panel discussion chairman, 
the debate focused on the partnership between the private sector and the 
Government. President of CZI Mr Alan Paterson, said constructive criticism 
was more effective when voiced privately and not through the Press. But all 
criticism should be accompanied by constructive suggestions. The Government 
had started consulting the private sector about pending legislation that 
might affect it. However, he said, such consultations should be undertaken 
as early as possible, Cde Roger Riddell, the CZI economist, said the idea 
of partnership was historic because, unlike in the past, the private sector 
now realised that it had to cooperate with the Government, He suggested 
that once the three-year transitional development plan had been published,

MORE POLICE TRAINED--Bulawayo--Eight hundred specially trained police will 

be deployed by September in areas harassed by bandits, the Deputy Minister 

of Home Affairs, Cde Alexio Mudzingwa, told delegates to the CZ1 congress 

in Bulawayo yesterday, Cde Mudzingwa said the wave of banditry, especially 
in Matabeleland, was a threat to many people and in particular, to rural 
businesses. "The police are trying to counter this menace, Many notable 
arrests and captures of bandits have been made of late with further recoveries 
of substantial amounts of arms, ammunition and other offensive materials," 

he said, The deputy minister said police support units had been deployed in 
the worst affected areas and deployment was constantly reviewed in the light 
of changing security considerations, To get to grips with the security 
threat 400 police were being intensively trained for deployment by August. 

A similar number would be trained and be deployed by September, Cde Mudzingwa 
said. There was confidence that the police would control the situation and 
"will eliminate all forms of banditry and allied criminal activity. The aim 
of the police is to achieve this goal not in the medium or long term but as 
soon as possible."
